I mean to be butted and bounded by them in all exter- 
nal Parts of Worſhip: Vea, not only the Levitical 


Law and Temple, but as it ſeems to me, the whole 
Land of Canaan, the Place of their Lot to dwell in, 


was to them a Ceremonial or a Figure. Their Land 
| was a Type of * Heaven; their 

* Heb. iii. 5, 6, 7, paſſage over Jordan into it, a 
Similitude of our going to Hea- 
23, chap xxvi. 34, ven by Death. The Fruit of 
23 xii. 15. their Land was ſaid to be un- 

vi. 17. chap. circumciſed, as being at their 
xxiii. 17. firſt Entrance thither unclean; 
| in which their Land was alio a 
Figure of another Thing, even as Heaven was a 
Type of Sin and Grace. 

Again, The very Land itſelf was ſaid to keep Sab- 
bath, and ſo to reſt a holy Reſt, even then when ſhe 
lay deſolate, and not poſſeſſed of thoſe to whom ſhe 
was given for them to dwell in. 


Yea many of the Features of the then Church 


of God were ſet forth, av in Features and Shadows, 


fo by Places, and Thiags in that Land. 
1. In general, ſhe is faid to be beautiful as Tirzab 
( Song, VI. 4,) and to be camely as Feru/alem. 
2. In particular, Her ace is compared to the Tow- 
er of David. builded for an Armory, (Song iv. 4) Her 
Eyes to the Fiſh-Pools of He/5bon, by the Gate of 
Bethrabbim (chap. vii. 4) Her Noſe is compared to 
the Tower of Lebanan, which looketh towards Da- 
maſcus, (chap. iv. 1.) Yea, the Hair of her Head is 
compared to a Flock of Goats, which comeup'frota 
Mount Gilead: And the ſmell of her Garments to 
the ſmell of Lebanon, (ver. 11.) Ker 
Nor was this Land altogether void of Shadows, 
even of our Lord and Saviour. Hence he ſays of 
himſelf, I aw the Roſe of Sharon, and: the Lilley of 
#be Fallies, (Song ii. 1.) Alfo ſhe, his Beloved, faith 
of him, His Countenance is as Lebanon, excellent as, 
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Cedars, (Chap. v. 15) What ſhall I fay? the two 
Cities, Sion and Jeraſalem, were ſuch as ſome- 
times ſet forth the two Churches { Gal. iv} the True 
and the Falſe, and their Seed J/aac and Jmael. 

I might alſo here ſhew you, that even the Gifts 
and Graces of the true Church were ſet forth by the 


Spices, Nuts, Grapes, and Pomeg ranets that the Land 


of Canaan brought forth. Vea, that Hell it ſelf was 
ſer forth by the Valley of the Sons of Hinnem, and 
Tophet, Places in this Couniry. Indeed the whole 
in a manner was Typical and a Figurative Thing. 
But I have in the enſuing Diſcourſe, confined my 
ſelf to the Temple, that immed-ate place of God's 
Worſhip ; of whoſe Utenfils in particular, as I have 
ſaid, I have ſpoken, (though to each with what bre- 


vity I could) for that none of them are without a 


ſpiritual, and fo profitable a Signification to us. 

And here we may behold much of the Richneſs of 
the Wiſdom and Grace of God ; namely, That he 
even in the very place of Worſhip of old, ſhould or. 
dain viſible Forms and Repreſentations for the Wor- 
ſhipers to learn to Worſhip him by.

the O was clouded with Shadows, but ours is with 
more open Face. | 
Features to the Life, as we ſay, ſet out by a Pic- 
ture, does excellently thew the Skill of the Artiſt, — 
The Ol Teflament had the Shadow, nor have we but 
the very Image ; both then are but Emblems of what 
is yet behind. We may find our Goſpel clouded in 
their Ceremonies, and our Spiritual: Worſhip ſet out 
ſomewhat by their Carnal Ordinances. - | 
Now becauſe, as I ſaid, there lies, as wrapt up in 
a Mantle, much of the Glory of our Goſpel-matters 


in this Temple which Solomon builded ; therefore I 


have made, as well as I could, by comparing Spiritual 
Things with Temporal, this Book upon this Subject. 


I dare not preſume to ſay, That I 4#0ww I have hit 


Tight in every Thing, but this I can ſay, I have en- 
deavoured ſo to do. True, I have not for theſe 
Things fiſhed in other Mens Waters, my Bible and 
Concordance are my only Library in my Writings.

III. How the Temple wes built. 


Bara Temple was built, not meerly by the 
$ T 3+ Dittetcs of Scloron, tho' lie was wiſer than 
rte ban, Heman, Calco/, and Darda, and ull 

Men, 1 Kings iv. 31. ut it was built by 
Rules, preſcribed by, or in a written Word, and as 
fo, del vered to bim by his Fa her David. 

For when David gave to Solomon his Son a Charge 
to build the Temple of God; with that Charge, he 

ave him alſo the Pattern of all in Writing; even a 
| wv of the Porch, Houſe, Chambers, Treaſuries, 
Parlours, &c. and of the Place for the Mercy-Seat, 
which Pattern Davia had of God: Nor would God 
trati his Memory with it. The Lord made me, ſaid 
he, under/land in Writing, by bis Hand upon me, 
even all the Work of this Pattern. Thus therefore 
David gave to Solomon his Son, the Pattern of all; 
and thus Solomon his Sen built the Houſe of God. 
See 1 Chron. xxviii. from Ver. 9. to Ver. 20. 

And anſwerable to this, Chriſt Jeſus, the Builder 
of his own Houſe, whoſe Houſe are we, doth build 
his holy Habitation for him to dwell in ; even ac- 
cording to the Commandment of God the Father. 
For, faith he, 7 have not /prken of myfelf, but the 
Father which ſent me, be gave me a Commandment, 
evhat I ſhould /peak. And hence, tis faid, God gave 


him the Revelation : And again, that he took the Book 


out of the Hand of him that ſat on the Throne: and 10 
acted as to the building up of his Church, John x11.

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IV. Of what the Temple was built. 
EGS HE Materials with which the Temple 


was built, was ſuch as were in their own 
9 8 Nature common to that which was left 

UA behind. Things that naturally were not 
ſit to be laid without Art, to be laid on fo holy a Houſe. 


And this ſhews, that thoſe of whom Chriſt Jeſus de- 


ſigns to build his Church, are by Nature no better 
than others. But as the Trees and Stones of which 
the Temple was built, were firſt hewed and ſquared 
before they were fit to be laid in that Houſe : So 
Sinners, of which the Church ts to be built, muſt 
firſt be fitted, by the Word and Doctrine, and then 
fitly laid in their Place in the Church. 

For though, as to the Nature, there is no differ- 
ence berwixt thoſe made uſe of to build God's Houſe 
with, yet by Grace they differ from others; even 
as thoſe Trees and Stones that are hewed and ſquared 
for Building, by Art, are made to differ from thoſe 
which abide in the Wood or Pit. 

The Lord Jeſus therefore, while he ſceketh Ma- 
terials wherewith to build his Houſe, he findeth them, 
The Clay of the ſame Lump that he rejecteth, and 
leaves behind. Are we better than they ? No, in 
no wiſe, Rem iii. Chap. ix Nay, I think, if any 
be belt, 'tis they which are left behind. He came 
rot to call the Righteous, but Sinners to Repentance, 
Mark ii. 17. And indeec, in this he doth ſhew 
both the Greatneſs of his Grace and Werkmanſhip ; 
his Grace, in taking ſuch 3 and his Workmanſhip, 


ia that he makes them meet for his holy Habitation. 


This the Current of Scripture maketh manifeſt : 
Wherefore it is needleſs now to cite Particulars, only 
we mult remember, that none are laid in this Build- 
ing as they come out of the Wood or Pit: But as

28. | 

and thele were Types of our Goſpel-Minifters, 


who are the Men appointed by jeſus Chriſt, to 


make Sinners, by their Preaching, mect for the 
Houſe of God. Wherefore as he was famous of 
old, who was ſtrong to liſt up his Ax upon the thick 
Boughs, to ſquare Wook for the building of the 
Temple: So a Miniſter cf the Goſpel now, is allo 
famous, if much uſed by Chriſt for the converting 
of Sinners to himſelf, that he may build him a Tem- 
ple with them, P/a/. vii. 4, 5, 6. Rom. xvi. 7. 
But why, may ſome ſay, do you make ſo homely 
a Compariſon ? I aniwer, Becauſe I believe it is 
true; for it is Grace, not Gifts, that made us Sons, 
and the Beloved of God. Gifts make a Miniſter; 
and as a Miniſter, ons is but . to hewW ood, 
and draw Water for the tiouſe of my God, Yea 
Faul, though a Son, yet counted himiclt not a Son, 
but a Scrvant, purely as he was a Miniſter, a Ser- 
valit 
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vant of God, a Servant of Chriſt, and a Servant of the 
Church, and your Servant for Jeſus Sake, Tit. i. 1. 
Rom. i. 1. 2 (or. iv. 3 

A Man then is a Son, as he is begotten and born 
of God to himſelt, and a Servant as he is gitted for 
Work in the Houle ot his Father: And though it is 
Truth, the Servaut may be a Son, Yet he is not a Son, 
becauie he is a Servant. Nor doch it follow, that be- 
Cauſe all Sons may be Servants, therefore all Servants 
are dong: No, all the Serv -rit> of God are not Sons; 
and therefore, when Time ſhall come he that is only 
a Servant here, ſhall certainly be put out of the Houſe, 
even out of that Houſe himielf did help to build I he 
Servant abideth not in the Houle for ever: The Ser- 
vant, that is, he that is only ſo ; Ezet. xlvi 16, 17.

do then, as a Son, thou art an /ralite ; as a Ser- 
vant, a Gibeonite. The Conſideration of this made 
Paul ſtart; he knew that Gifts made him not a Son, 
1 Cor x11 28, 29, 30, 21. Chap. xiii. 1, 2 
. The Sum then is, A Man may be a Servant ard a 
Son; 4 Servant, as he is employed by Chriſt in his 
Houſe for the good of others ; and a don, as he is a 
Partaker of the Grace of Adoption ; but all Servant's 
not Sons: And let this be a Caution and a Call to 
Miniſters to do all Acts of Service for God, and in his 
Houle with Reverence and godiy Fear. Ard with all 
Humility, let us deſire to be Fartakers ourſelves of that 
Grace we preach to others, 1 Cor ix. 25. 

This is a great Saying, and wiitten, perhaps to keep 
Miniſters humble: And Strangers fall fland and feed 
your Flocks, and the Sons of the Alien ſhall be your Plow- 
men, and your Vine.dreſſers, 11a. Ixi. 5. | 

To be tlowmen here, is to be a Preacher; and to 
be a Vine dreſſer here, is to be a Preacher. Luke ix.

Aud if he does this Work willingly, he has a Re- 
ward; if not a Diipe niation of the Goipel is commit- 
ted to him, and tut's all, 1 Cor, ix.

To this our New Teſtament-Temple anſwers: For 
thoſe of the Sons of Adam, who are counted worthy 
to be laid in this Building, are not by Nature, but by 
Grace, made meet for it ; not by their own Wiſdom, 


but by the Word of God. Hence he faith, I hawe

Col. ii. 19. | 2. 

As they therefore build like Children that build with 
Wood, as it comes from the Wood or Forreſt, and 
with Stones as they come from the Pit, even ſo they, 
who pretend to build God an Houſe of unconverted 
Sinners, unhewed, unſquared, unpoliſhed ; Where. 
fore God's Worken, according to God's Advice, 
prepare their Work without, and make it fit for them- 
ſelves in the Field, and afterwards build the Houſe, 
Prov. xxiv.

VII. Of the Foundation of the Temple. 


£845 HE Foundation of the Temple is that upon 
GT © which it ſtood, and it was twofoid : Firſt, 
5:56 The Hill of Moriah, and then thoſe great 
Stones upon which it was erected. This Hill 
Moriah, as was ſaid before, did more properly typify 
Chiiſt. Hence Moriah is called the Mountain of the 


Houſe, it being the Rock on which it was built: Thoſe | 
great Stones called Foundation- Stones, were Types of 
the Prophets and Apoſtles, Mat. xvi. 18. Ephe/ ii. 
20, 21. Heb xi. 10. 

Wherefore theſe Stones were Stones of the biggeſt 
Size, Stones of eight Cubits, and Stones of ten Cubits, 
1 Kings vii. 10. 


C2 Now 
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Now as the Temple had thi: double Foundation, fo 
we muſt confider it reſpectively and diſtinctly: For 
Chriſt is the Foundation one Way, the Prophets and 
Apoſlles a Foundation another; Chriſt is the Founda- 
tion perſonally and meritoriouſly, but the Prophets and 
Apoſtles by Doctrine miniſterially. The Church then, 
which is God's New-Teſtament Temple, as is ſaid to 
be buided on Chriſt the Foundation : So none other 


is the Foundation but He, 1 Cor. iii. 11, 12. But as 


it is ſaid to be builded upon the Apoſtles, ſo it is ſaid 
to have twelve Founeations, and muſt have none but 
they, Rev. xxi. 14. 

What is it then? Why we muſt be builded upon 
Chriſt, as he is our Prieſt, Sacrifice, Prophet, King, and 
Advocate ; and upon the other, as they are infallible 


Inſtructors and Preachers of him; not that any may 


be an Apoſtle, that fo ſhall eſteem of himſelf, nor that 
any other Doctrine be adminiftred, but what is the 
Doctrine of the Twelve; for they are ſet forth as the 
chief and laſt. Theſe are alſo they, as Moſes, which 


are to look over all the Building, and to fee, that all 


in this Houſe be done according to the Pattern ſhewed 
to them in the Mount, Exod. xxxix. 43. Fohn xx. 
21, 22, 23. 1.Cor. 111; 9. chap. iv 9. 

Let us then keep theſe Diſtinctions clear, and not put 
an Apoſtle in the Room of Chriſt, nor Chriſt in the 
Place of one of thoſe Apoſtles : Let none but Chriſt 
be the High Prieſt; and Sacrifice for your Souls to 


God; and none but that Doctrine which is Apoſtoli- 


cal, be to you as the Mouth of Chriſt, for Inſtruction 


to prepare you, and to prepare Materials for this 


Temple of God, and to build them upon this Foun- 


dation.

Firſt, ln that Labour which was beſtowed upon 
them in ſawing, ſqua ring. and carvirg : For the Ser- 
vants, as they were cunning at this Work, ſo they 
bellowed much oi their Art and Labour upon them, 
by which they put them into excellent Form, and 
added to their Bigneſs, Glory, and Beauty, fit for 
Stones upon which ſo godly a Fabrick was to be built. 

Secondly, Theſe Stones as they were thus wrought 
within and without, ſo, as it ſeems to me, they were 
inlaid with other Stones more precious than themſelves: 
Inlaid, I y, with Stones of divers Colours, Ac- 
cording as it is written, { *vill lay the Foundation with 
Sapbires, Ifa. liv. 11. Not that the Foundations were 
Saphires, but they were laid, inlaid with them: Or, as 
he ſain in another Place, They were adorned with 
goodly Stones and Gifts, Luke xxi 5, 

This is (15 more amplified, where it is written of 
the New Jeraſalem (which is ſtill the Teſta ment- 
Church on Earth, and ſo the ſame in Subſtance with 
What is now) The Foundations of the Wall of the City, 
ſaith he, awere garniſbed with all manner of preticus 
Stones, Rev. xxi. 19. True, theſe there are called, 
The Foundations of the Wall of the City, but it has Reſ- 
pect to the Matter in Hand: For that which is before 
called a Temple, for its comparitive Smallneſs, is . 
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called aCity, for, or becauſe of its great Increaſe: And 
both the Foundations of the Wal! of the City, as well 
| as of the Temple, are the Twelve Apoſtles of the 
Lamb, Rev. xxi. 14. 

f For theſe Carvings and Inlayings, with all other 
if Beautifications, were Types of the extraordinary Gifts 
If and Graces of the Apoſtles. Hence the Apoſtle calls

| Xii. 21. Heb. ii. 4. For as the Foundation Stones of the

1. Wherefore in that its Front ſtood towards the 

Eaſt, it may be to ſhew, that true Goſpel-Church, 

would have its Eye to, and Expectation from the Lord, 

We look ſaid Paul, but whither ? We haye our Ton- 
bo. | verſation, 


nne 
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verſation, ſaid he in Heaven, from whence our Expec- 
tation is, 2 Cor. iv. 18. Phil. iii 20, 21. P/a/lxii. 5. 

2. It was ſet alſo with its Face towards the Eat, 
to keep the People of God from committing of Ido- 
latry, to wit, from worſhipping the Hoſt of Heaven, 
and the Sun, whoſe riſing is from the Eaſt. For 
ſince the Face of the Temple ſtood toward the Eaſt, 
and fince the Worſhippers were to worſhip at, or with 
their Faces towards the Temple, it follows, that both 
in their going to, and worſhipping God towards that 
Place, their Faces muſt be from, and their Backs to- 
wards the Sun. The thus building of the Temple 
therefore was a Snare to Idolaters, and a Proof of the 
Zeal of thoſe that were the true Worſhippers : As 
alſo to this Day, the true Goſpel inſlituted Worthip 
of Jeſus Chriſt is: Hence he is ſaid, to Idolaters to 
be a Snare and Trap, but to the Godly a Glory Ja. viii. 
14. Chap. Ix. 19. „ | 

3. Do but ſee how God catch'd the Idolatrous Jews 
by this means, in their Naughtineſs: And he brought 
me, ſaid the Prophet, into the inner Court of the Lord's 
Houſe, and behold, at the Door of the Temple of the 
Lord, even between the Porch and the Altar, were 
about five and twenty Men, with their Backs towards 
the Temple of the Lord, and their Faces towards the 
Faft, Ezek. viii. 16. 

It was therefore, as I ſaid, ſet with its Face towards 
as Eaſt, to prevent falſe Worſhips, and detect Ido- 
aters. | | 

4. From the Eaſt alſo came the moſt blaſting Winds, 
Winds that are deſtructive to Man and Beait, to Fruit 
and Trees, and Ships at Sea, Exod. x 13. Job xxvii. 21, 
Ezek. xvii. io. ch. xix 12. P/ xiviii, 7. Exel. xxvii 26. 

I fay, the Eaſt Wind, or that which comes from 
thence, is the moſt hurtful ; yet you ſee, the Tem- 
ple hath ſet her Face againſt it to ſhew, that the | 
true Church cannot be blalied or made to turn back 
by any Aflliction. Tis not Eaſt Winds, nor none 
of their Blaſtings, that can make the Temple turn 
about. 
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about. Hence he ſaid, Thai Jacob's Face ſhall not 
wax pale. And again, I have made thy F.ce ttrovg 
azainit their Faces, and that the Gates of tzcii ſhall 
not prevail againſt it, Ia. xxix. 22. Exzek. 11 8. 
Mat. xvi. 18. | 

5. It might be alſo built with its Face towards the 
Eaſt, to ſhew, that the true Church looketh, as before 
I hinted, tor her Lord and King trom Heaven, know- 
ing that at his coming, he will bring Healing in his 
Wings: For from the Eaſt, ke will appear wheu he 
comes the ſecond time without Sin unto Salvation, of 
which the Sun gives a Memento in his rifing there 
every Morning. For as the Lightning cometh out of 
the Eaſt, and thineth unto the Weſt; io ſhall alſo the 
coming of the Son ot Man be, Mal. iv. 2. Heb. ix. 28. 
Col. iii. 3. 2 Pet. xi. 12. 13. 14. Mat. xxiv. 27. 

6. Chriſt, as the North Pole, draws thoſe touched 
with the Load Stone of his Word, with the Face of 
their Souls towards him, to look for, and haſten to 
his coming. And this alſo is ſignified by the Temple 
ſtanding with his race towards tne Faſt,

an Perceive that there were two Courts belong- 
Alz ing to the Temple The firit was called 
Aas the outward-Court, Ezet X. T7. ch. xlvi. 21. 

1. This was that into which the People 
of Neceſlity firſt entered, when they went to worſhip 


in the Temple, conſequently that was it, in and by 


which the People did firit ſhew their Deſires to be 
Worſhippers of God. And this aniwers to thote Badges 
and Signs of Love to Religion, that People have in 
Face, or outward Appearance, Mat. xx11i. 27. 2 Cor. 
X. 7. | 

2. In this, tho' here may ſometimes be Truth, yet 
oftner Lies and Diſſimulation; wheretore commonly 


—— 
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an outward Appearance is ſet in Oppoſition to Faith 
and Truth, as the outward is in Oppoſition to the 
inner Court, and the outward to the inward Man ; and 
that is, when it is by itſelf, for then it profits nothing 
Rom. ii. 28. 1 Cor. xiii. 1, 2, 3. 2 Cor. v. 82. _ 

3. Hence, tho' the outward Court was ſomething 
to the Jews, becauſe by outward Bodies, they were 
diſtinguiſhed from the Gentiles ; yet to us, it is little; 
for now he is not a Jew who 1s one only outwardly : 
1 herefore all the Lime of the Beaſt's Reign, this 
Court is given to be trodden under Foot: For, as I 
ſaid, outward Shew will avail notning when the Beaſt 
comes to turn and toſs up Froteſſors with his Horns, 
Rev. x1. 12. N 

4. But as there was an outward, ſo there was an 
inwardCourt; a Court that ſtood nearer to the Temple, 
and fo to the true practical Part of Worſhip, than 
that outward Court did, Exel. x. 13, chap. xivi. 1. 
I Kings vi. 36. 

5. This inner Court is that which is called the Court 
of the Prieſts, becauſe it was that in which they 
boiled the Treſpaſs-Offerings, and in which they pre- 

prepared the Sin- Offering for the People, 2 Cor. iv. 
9. Ezek. xlvi. 20 | 

6. This Court therefore was the Place of Practice 
and of Preparation to appear before God, which is 
the firſt true Token of a fincere and honeit Mind. 
Wherefore here, and not in the outward Court, ſtood 
the great Brazen Altar, which was a Type of Chriſt,

' | Proach with Acceptance unto God. Alſo here ſtood

ö 7. Wherefore this Court was a Type of practical

I before God. There belovged to this Court mars, 
Gates, an Eaſt, a South, and 3 North-Gate; and when

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the People of the Land went into this Court to wor- 
ſhip, they were not to go out at the Gate by which 
they came in, but out of the Gate over againſt it, to 
 fhew, the true Chriſtians ſhould perſevere right on, and 
not turn back, whatever they met with in the Way. 
He that entreth in by the way of the North Gate, to wor- 
ſhip, ſball go out by the way of the Seuth-Gate; And he 
that entereth in by the way of the Sruth-Gate, he ball 
not return by the way of the Gate whereby he came in 
but foall go forth over-againſt it, Ezek. xlxvi. g, 

8. Theſe Courts were Places of great Delight to 
the Jews, as both feigned and fincere Profeflion is to 
thole that practice therein. Wherefore when the Jews 
did er ter into theſe, they did Uſe to do it with Praiſe 
and Pipe, as do both Hypocrites and ſincere Ones. So 
tien when a Man ſhall tread in both theſe Courts, and 
ſhall turn what he ſeems to be, into what he ſhould be 
in Reality ; then, and not till then, he treads them as 
he ſhould : For then he makes the outward Court, and 
his treading there, but a Paſſage to that which is more 
inward and ſincere. But he that ſtays in the outward 
one, is but ſuch an one as pleaſes not God ; for that he 
wants the Practice of what he profeſſes with his

N the inner Court ſtood the great Brazen 
882 Altar which Solomon made This is evi- 
225 1 dent; for that when he kneeled upon the 
erg Scaffold there to pray, he kneeled before 

this Altar: See Exod, xl. 6, 29. 2 Chren. 
vi. 13. 2 King: xvi. 14. Joe ii 17. 

2. This Altar ſeems to be placed about the Middle 
of this Court, over-againſt the Porch of this Houſe - 
| an 
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and between it and the Temple, was the Place where 
Zachariah was ſlain. This Altar was called the Al- 
tar of Burnt-Offering; and therefore it was a Type 
of Chriſt in his Divinity: For Chrilt's Body was 
our true Burnt-Offering, of which the Bodies of the 
{zcrificed Beaſts was a fype. Now that Altar upon 
which his Body was offered, was his Divinity, or God- 
head: For that, and that only, could bear up that Of- 


* fering in the Whole of its Sufferings; and that there- 


fore, and that only, was to receive the Fat, the Glory. 
Hence it is ſaid, He, thorough the Eternal Spirit, offer- 
ed himſelf without Spot ts God, Heb. ix. 14. 

3. For Chriit is Prieſt, ard Sacrifice, and Altar, 
and All And as a Prieſt he offered, as a Sacrifice he 
{uffered, and as a God he ſupported his Humanity, in 
that Suffering of all the Painz it underwent, Gal. i. 4. 
chap. ii. 20. 1 Per. iii 18. Heb. ix 14. 

4. It was then Chriii': Godhead, not the Tree, that 
was the Altar of Burnt Offering: or thae by which 
Chriſt offered himſelf an Offering and a Sacrifice to 
God for a ſweet ſmelling Savour. | 

5. That it was not the Tree, is evident, for that 
could not ſanctify the Gift, to wit, his Body: But Chrift 
affirmeth, that the Altar ſanctifieth the Gift: And by 
lo ſaving, he affirmeth, that the Altar on which he 
offered his Offering, was greater than the Offering it- 
ſelf, Mat xxiii. 19. | 

Now the Body of Chriſt was the Gift ; for ſo he 
faith, { give my Fliſb jor the Life of the World, 
John vi. Ce, | 

But now, what thing is that which is greater than 
his Body, ſave the Altar, his Divinity, on which it 
was offered? The Tree then was nahe Altar which 
ſanctified this Gift, to make it of Virtue enough to 
make Reconciliation for Iniquity, Fobn vi. 15, chap. 
xvii. 19. Heb. ix. 14. Col i. 19, 20, 21. | | 

Now fince this Altar of Burnt-Offering was thus 


placed in the inner Court, it teaches us ſeveral things. 


Firſt, that thoſe that come only into the outward 
D 2 Court 
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Court, or that reſt in a bear Appearance of hriſtianity, 


do not, by ſo doing, come to Jeſus Chirſt ; for this 


Altar ſtands not there. Herce John takes Notice on- 
ly of the Temple and this Altar, and them that wor- 
ſhip therein, and leave out the outward Court, and fo 
them that come no further, Rev. xi. 1, 2. 

Secondly, This teaches us alſo, that we are to enter 
into that Temple of God, by Blood. The Altar, this 
Altar of Burnt- Offering, ſtood as Men went into the 
Temple: They muſt go by it, yee, there they mult 
leave their Offering, and ſo go in and worſhip, even as 
a Token that they came thither by Sacrifice and by 
Elood. | | 
Thirdly, Upon this Altar, Solomon at the Dedication 
of the Temple, offered thouſands both of Oxen and 
of Sheep, to ſignify ſurely the abundant Worth and 
Richneſs that would be in the Blood of Chriſt to ſave 
when it ſhould be ſhed for us: For his Blood is ſpoken 
of with an how much more. For i, the Blood of Bulls 
and Goats, and the Ajhes of an Heifer ſprinkling the 
unclean, ſanctißeth to tie purifying of the Fleſh, (how 
much more ) ſhall the Blood of Chrift who thorough the 
EternalSpirit effered himſelf without Spot to God, purge 
your Conſcience from deadiVorks, to ſerve tbe living God, 
Heb. ix, 14 2 Chron. vii. 5, 6, 7. 8, Heb. x. 11, 
12. 

Let us then not dare to ſtop, or ſtay in the outward 
Court, for there is not this Altar: Nor let us dare, 


when we come into this Court, to be careleſs whether 


we look to this Altar or no: For it is by Blood we 
muſt enter; for without ſheding of Blood there is no 
Remiſſion. Let us always then when we come hither, 
waſh our Hands in Innocency, and ſo compaſs this 


Holy Altar. For that by Chriſt, who is the Altar in- 


deed, we are reconciled to God: This is looking to 
Jeſus ; this is coming to God by him, of whom this 
Altar and the Sacrifice thereon was a Type.

$#£%'$% Here were divers Pillars belonging to the 
I Temple. But in this Place, we are confined 
£3: N 0 ſpeak of only two ; namely, thoſe which 
ſtood before the Temple. 
Theſe Pillars ſtood before the Porch, or Entrance 
into the Temple, looking towards the Altar, the 
Court, and Them that were the Worſhipers there; 
Alſo they were a Grace and a Bcauty to the Front of 
the Houſe. | | 

1. Theſe Pillars flood, one on the right Hand, 
and the other on the left, at th: Door of the Porch of 
the Temple, end they had Names given them (you 
may be ſure) to ſignify ſomething. The Name of 
that on the Right Hand, was called Jachin (God 
ſhall eſtabliſh: ) And the Name &f that on the left 
Hand, was Boaz, (in 1t 1s Strength) 8 Kings vii. 21. 
2 Chron. iii. 17. 

2. Theſe two Pillars were Types of Chriſt's A- 
poſtles, of the Apoſtles of Circumciſion, and of the 
Uncircumciſion Therefore the Apoſtle Paul alto call- 
eth them Pillars, Ga/. ii. And faith, That the Pillar 
on the Right Hand, was a Type of himielf, and his 
Companions, who were to go to the Uncircumcited, 
and teach the Gentiles the way of Life. When James, 
Cephas, and John, abho ſeemed to be Pillars, perceived 
the Grace that was given unto me, they gave unto me 
and Barnabas the right Hands of Fellowſhip, that awe 
ſvould go unta the Heathen, and they unto the Circum- 
ciſcon, Gal. ii. 9. 

So then, Theſe two Pillars were Types of theſe two 
orders of the Apoſtles in this their divers Service for

3. And that Paul and Barnabas, was e by

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thoſe on the Rigitt Hand, to wit, To be the Apoſtles 
of the Gentiles, ac ſhe wech agair, where he ſaith, 7 an 
the Miniſter of Chriſt to the Centiies, miniſt, ing the 
Grace of God, that the Offering up of the Gentiles might 
Be accepl able, being and ied by the Holy Ghoſt, Rom, 
Xi.

4. And ſince the Name of this Pillar was Ach 
(God ſhall eftab:i/h ) as it ſheweth that Oppoſition ſhall 
attend it; ſo allo, that God would bleſs his Word 
preached by them to the Gentiles, to the Converſion 
of Numbers of them, mauger all the Oppoſition of the 
Enemy. 

5. This is further implied, for that they were made 
of Braſ* ; as he ſaith of the Prophet, I hae made ther 
a fenced Brazen Wall, an Iron Pillar ; and their fight- 
ing againſt thee ſhall nothing at all prevail. Wherefore 
Paul ſay/s of himſelf, I am ſet for the Defence of the 
Gojpel, That the Truth thereof might continue with 
you, Phil. i. 17. Gal. ii. 5.

We have now, as | krow of, but few that remain 
of the Remnant of the Gyants, and tho' they boall,

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as if they were higher than Agag, yet theſe Pillars are 
higher than they. 

Theſe Pillars are the higheſt ; you may equal them, 
and an Inch above is worth an Ell below. The Height 
therefore of heſe Pillars 1s, to ſhew us whit high Dig- 
nity God did put upon thoſe of his Saints whom he 
did call to be Apoſtles of the Lumb; for their Office 
and Call thereto, is the higheſt in the Church of God, 
Theſe Men, I ſay, were made thus high by their be- 
ing caſt in ſuch a Mold. Of that which added yet 
further to their Height, we will ſpeak anon : We only 
{peak now «f the high Call, by which they, and only 
they were made capable of Apoltolical Authority, 


The Apoſtles were ſent immediately, their Call was 


extraordinary, their Office was univerſal, they had a 
like Power in all Churches, and their DoQtine was 
infallible, Ad, xxvi. 16. 1 Cor. ix. 1. Gal. i. 1. 
1 John i. 1, 2, 3. John ii. 23. 

And what can our pretended Giants do or ſay in 
compariſon of theſe ? The Truth is, all other Men, 
to theſe, are Dwarfs, are low, dark, weak, and be- 
neath, not only as to Call aud Office, but allo as to 
Gifts and Graces. This Sentence, Paul an Apaſbie of 


Teſus Chriſt, drowneth all. What now ace all other 


Titles of Grandeur and Greatneſs, when compared 
with this one Sentence. 

True, the Men were but mean in themſelves : For 
what is Paul or Apoiio, or what was James or John? 
Yet by their Call to that Office, they were made 
higheſt of all in the Church. Chriſt did raiſe them 
eighteen Cubits high, not in Conceit, for ſo there are 


many higher than they, but in Office, and Calling, * 


and Divine Authority. 


And obſerve it, Theſe ſtand at the Door, at the 


Entering into the Temple of God, at which they en- 
ter that go in thither to worſhip God, to ſhew that all 
right Worſhip, and that which will be acceptable to 
God, ie by, or according to their Doctrine. 
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XIV. Of the Chapiters of the Pillars of the

Aa A1ERE were alſo two Chapiters made for 

1 20 che Pillars of the Temple; for each, one; 
CRY and they were five Cubits high a-piece. 

* Theſe were for the adorning of the Pillars; 
and therefore were Types and Shadows of that Abun- 
dance of Grace which God did put upon the Apoltles 
after the Reſurtectiou of our Lord. Wherefore as he 
ſaith there, the Chapiters were upon the Pillars; fo 
it ſaith, that great Grace was upon all the Apoſtles, 
Acts iv. 33 | 

T'hefe Chapiters had belonging to them, a Bowl 
made Pumil-faſhion, and it was placed upon the Head 
of chem, perhaps to ſignify their Aptneſs to receive, 
and Largeneſs to contain of the Dew of Heaven, that 
Shadow of the Doctrine of the Goſpel, which Doc- 
trine, the Apoſtics, as the chief, were to receive, and 
hold forth to the World for their Converſion. Hence, 
as the Bowls were capable to receive the Dew of Hea- 
ven, theſe are ſaid to receive Grace, an Apoſtleſhip for 
Obedience to the Faith among all Nations, for his 
Name, Rom. i. 5. 1 Kings vii. 16, 42. 2 Chron. iv. 33. 
Deut. xxxii. 1. Rom. xv. 29. 

There was alſo upon theſe Chapiters, a Network, 
or Nets like unto Checker-work, which ſtill addeth to 
their Luſtre. Theſe Nets were they which ſhewed, 
for wazt Intent the Apoſtolical Office was ordained ; 
namely, that by their Preaching, they might bring 
many Souls to Ged. And hence Chriſt calls them 
Fiſhermen, ſaying, Te fhall catch Men, Mat. iv. 19. 
Mat. i. 17. Luke v. 10. and 2 Cor. xii. 16. 

The World is compared to a Sea; Men to Fiſhes ; 
and the Goipei to a Net; Exe, xlxvli. 10, 11, 12, 13, 
14, Met. xiii. 47, 48, 49, 50. As therefore Men _ 

| | FI 
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Fiſh with a Net, ſo the Apoſtles caught Men by 
their Word, which Word, as I told you, to me ſigni- 
fied this Network, upon the Top ot theſe Pillars. See 
therefore the Myſtery of God in theſe T'hings, 


XV. Of the Pomegranates adjoined 19 theſe 
Nets en the Chapiters, 


HERE was alſo joined to theſe Nets up- 
1 on the Top of theſe Pillars, Pomegranates 
in abundance, four Hundred for the Net-

Rows of theſe Pomegranates for one Network, and ſo 


two Rows of them for the other. 


And this was to ſhew, that the Net of the Goſpet. 


is not an empty Thing, but is ſufficieatly baited with 
ſuch Varieties as are apt to allure the World to be 
catched by them. The Law is but a Sound of Words, 


but the Goſpel is not ſo : that is baited with Pome- 
granates, with variety of excellent Things, Hence 


tis called the Goſpel of the Kingdom; and the Goſpel 
of the Grace of God ; becaule it is, as it were, baited 
with Grace and Glory, that Sinners may be allured, 
and may be taken with it to thelr eternal Salvation, 
Mat. xxiv. 14. Ad xx. 24. | 
Grace and Glory, Grace and Glory! theſe are the 


Pomegranates with which the, Word of the Goſpel is 


baited, that Sinners may be taken and ſaved thereby. 
The Argument of old was Milk and Honey, that was, 
I fay, the alluring Bait, with which Mo/zs drew fix 
Hundred Thouſand out of Eo yr into the Wilderneſs 


of old, Exod. in, 8. But behold, we have Pomegra- 


F nates, 


1. „ 
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nates; two Rows of Pomegranates : race and a 
Kingdom, is the Bait of the Holy Goſpel ; no won- 
der then, if when Men of Skill did caſt this Net 
inta the Sea, ſuch Numbers of Fiſh have been caught, 
even by one Sermon, Ads ii. They baited their Nets 
with taking Things, Things taking to the Eye and 
Taſte. 

Nets are truly Inſtruments of Death, but the Net 
of the Goſpel doth catch to draw from Death, where- 
fore this Net is contrary, Life and Immortality is 
brought to Light thro' this. No marvel then, if Men 
are ſo glad, and that for Gladnels they leap like Fiſhes 
in a Net, when they ſee themſelves catch'd in this 
Drag of the Holy Goſpel of the Son of God. They 
are catch'd from Death and Hell, catch'd to live with 
God in Glory.

ez S there were Nets to catch, and Pomegra- 
* A X nates to bait, ſo there were Chains belong- 
£ Seiz ing to theſe Chapiters on theſe Pillars. 4nd 
55 he made Chain:, as in the Oracle, and Ful 
them upon the Head of the Chapiters, 2 Chron. iii. 16. 
But what were theſe Chains a Type of? J anſwer, 
They were (perhaps) a Type of thoſe Bonds which at- 
tend the 4: Ah by which Souls were taken and tied 
faſt to the Horns of the Altar. Goſpel Grace, and 
 Goſpel-Obligations, are ties and binding Things: 
They can hold thoſe that are entangled by the Word. 
Love is ſtrong as Death : Bands of Love and the Cords 
of a Man, and Chains take hold on them that are 
taken by the Goſpel, Hoy. xi. Song viii. 6. 
But 
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But this Strength to bind, lieth not in outward 
Force, but in a ſweet Conſtraint, by virtue of the 
Diſplays of undeſerved Love, The Lowe of Chriſt 
conſtraineth us: 2 Cor. v. Wherefore as you find the 
Nets, ſo the Chains had Pomegranates on them. And 
he made an Hundred Pemegranates, and put them 1 
the Chains, 2 Chron. iii 16. The Chains then had 
Baits, as well as the Nets, to ſhew that the Bands of 
the Goſpel are irreſiſtable Goodneſſes: Such with which 
Men love to be bound, and ſuch as they pray they may 
be held fait by. He binds his Foal to the Vine, his 
Saint unto this Saviour, Gen. xlix. 11. 

By theſe Chains there is therefore ſhew'd what 
Strength there is in Goſpel-Charms, if once the Ad- 
der doth but hear them ; never Man yet was able to 
reſiſt them that well did know the meaning of them. 
They are mighty to make poor Men ;obedient, and 
that in Word and Deed. | 

Theſe Chains were ſuch as was in the Oracle, to 
ſhew that Goſpel-Ronds are ſtrong, as the Joys of Hea- 
ven, and as the Glories there, can make them Chains, 
as in the Oracle, as in the moſt holy Place. Tis Hea- 
ven that binds Sinners on Earth, to the Faith and Hope 
of the Goſpel of Chriſt. |

XVII. Of the Lilly-work which was upon 
the Chapiters that were upon theſe Pillars 
of the Temple. 


Wan HES E Pillars were alſo adorn'd with Lilly- 
* rx work, as well with Pomegranates and 
$$: Chains. Chapiters alſo which were upon 

the Top of the Pillars, were of Lilly-work. 
So was the Work of the Pillars finiſh d; See 1 Kings 
Vl. 19, 20. | | 
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This Lilly-work 1s here put in on parpoſe, even to 
ſhew us how far off thoſe that were to be the true A- 
poſtles of the Lamb, ſhould be from ſeeking carnal 
Things, or of making their preaching a talking Horſe 
to worldly Greatneſs, and that Preferment. There 
was Lilly-work 1 5 them: That is, they lived upon 
the Bounty and Care of God, and was content with 


that Glory which he had put upon them. The Lillies, 


ſaith Chriſt, ey toi] not, neither do they ſpin, and yet 
Solomon in all his Glory, was not array d like one of 
theſe, Mat. vi. 28, 29. Lake xi. 28, 29. 

Thus therefore theſe Pillars ſhew, that as the Apo. 
ſtles ſhould be fitted and qualified for their Work; 
they ſhould be alſo from Cares and worldly Cumber ; 
they ſhoal4be content with God's providing for them, 
even as the goodly Lillies are. And as thus prepar'd, 
they were-ſet in the Front of the Houle, for all Mini- 
ſters to fee and learn, and take Example of them, 
how to behave themſelves as to this World in the per- 
forming of their Office, | | | 

And that which gives us further Light in this, is, 
that this Lilly-work is ſaid by divine Inſtitution, to be 
placed over againſt the Belly, the Belly of the Pillars, 
a Type of ours, 1 Kings vii. 20. | 

The Belly is a craving Thing; and theſe Things, 
ſaith the Text, were placed over againſt the Belly, to 
teach that they ſhould not humour, but check tle 
Having and Cravings of the Belly ; or to ſhew that 
they need not do it ; for that he calls to his Work, 


will himſelf provide for the Belly. Tis ſaid of the 


Church, that her Belly is as a Heap of Wheat ſet about 
2vith Lillies, Song vii. 2. To ſhew that ſhe ſhould 
without Cove:ouſneſs have ſufficient, if ſhe would caſt 
all her Care upon God, her great Provider: This the 
Apoſtles did, and this is their Glory to this Day. 

So was the Work of the Pillars finiſhed, To live 
Lilly-lives, it ſeems, is the Glory of an Apoſtle, and 
the compleating of their Office and Service for Gad. 


Put this is directly oppoſite to the Belly over againſt 


the 
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the Belly, and this makes it the harder Work. But 
yet ſo living, is the way to make all that's done ſweet- 
ſcented, to thoſe that be under this Care. Covetouſ- 
neſs makes a Miniſter ſmell frowiſh, and look more 
like a greedy Dog, than an Apoſtle of Fe/us Chri/2. 
Judas had none of this Lilly-work, fo his Name ſtinks 
to this Day. He that grows „ke the Lilly, ſhall caſt 
forth his Scent like Lebanon, his Branches ſhall ſpread, 
and his Beauty ſhall be as the Olive Tree, and his 
Smell as Lebanon. 

Thus lived Chriſt, fr; and thus the Apoſtles, next ; 
nor can any other, as to this, live like, or be com- 
pared to them. They covetcd no Man's Silver, or 
Gold, or Apparel. They lived like Lillies in the 
World, and did ſend forth their Scent as Lebanon 

Thus you ſee of whom theſe Pillars were a Shadow, 
and what their Height, their Chapiters, their Bowls, 
their Nets, their Chains, their Pomegranates, and 
their Lilly-work did ſignify, and how all was molt 
{ſweetly anſwered in the Antitype. "Theſe were Men 
of the firſt Rate; the Apoſtles, I mean, were ſuch,

Sc F the Length and Breadth of the Temple, 
x O 5 I hail ſay nothing; but as to the Heighth 
thereof, there methinks I ſee ſomething. 
WOE The TEMPLE was higher than the 
PILLARS, and fo is the Church than her Officers: 
I fay, conſider them [ſingly as Officers (though infe- 
riour as to Giſts and Oftice, for as 1 {aid before of 
Miniſters in general, ſo now I ſay, the ſame of the 
Apoſtles ; though as to Office they were the higheſt, 
yet the Temple is above them. Gifts and Office make 
no Men Sons of God; as fo, they are but Servants : 


Though theſe were Servants of the higheſt Form. 


'Tis the Church as ſuch, that is the Lady, a Queen, 
E. 4 the | 
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the Bride, the Lamb's Wife; and Prophets, Apoſtles þ 


and Miniſters, &c. are but Servants, Stewards, La- 


bourers for her Good, P/a/m xlv. 9. Rewel. xix. 7. 


x Cor iii. 5. Chap. iv. I, 2. | 

As therefere the Lady is above the Servant, the 
Queen above the Steward, or the Wife above all her 
Huſbend's Officers; ſo is the Church, as ſuch, above | 
theſe Officers. The Temple was higher than the 
Pillars. 


2. Again, as the Temple was higheſt; ſo it en- 


larged itſelf ſtill upward : for as it aſcendeth in height, 


ſo it ſill was wider and wider; even from the loweſt Þ 
Chambers to the op. 

The firſt Chambers were but five Cubits broad, 
the Middle ones were fix, but the higheſt were ſeven Þ 
Cubits (1 Kings vi. 5, 6.) The Temple therefore was 
round about above, ſome Cubits wider than it was 
below : For there was an enlarging and aſcending about 
Hill upward to the Side- Chambers; for the winding 


| "about, was till upward round about the Houſe ; There- 


fare the Breadth of the Houſe was fill upward, and 
fo encreaſed from the lowejt Chambers to the higheſt, 
by the midſt, Ezek. xli, 7. | 

And this was to ſhew us, that God's true Goſpel- 
Temple, which is his Church, ſhould have its en- 
largedneſs of Heart ſtill upward, or molt for Spiritual 
— Eternal Things; wherefore he ſaith, Thy Heart 


| ſhall fear and be enlarged; that is, be moſt affected 


with Things above, where Chriſt fitteth on the Right- 
Hand of God, Ja. 1x. 5. Coloſſ. iii. 2, 3. Indeed it is 
the Nature of Grace to enlarge itſelf ftill upward, 
and to make the Heart wideſt for the Things that 
are above. | 
The Temple therefore was narroweſt downwards, to 
ſhew that a little of Earth, or this World, ſhould 
ſerve the Church of God. And having Food, and 
Rayment, let us therewith be content. 
But now, upwards, and as to heavenly Things 
we are commanded to be covetous, as to them, — 
2 alter 
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after them to enlarge ourſelves, both by the Faſhion 


| of the Temple, as by expreſs Words, 1 Kings iv. 29. 


ta. lx. 5. Phil iii. 14. 1 Cor, xii. 31. 1 Tim. vi. 
8. Pal. cxix. 32. 
Since then the Temple was wideſt upward, let us 


imitate it, and have our Converſation in Heaven. Let 
our Eyes, our Ears, our Hands and Hearts, our Pray- 


ers, and Groans, be moſt for Things above. Let us 
open our Mouths, as the Ground that 1s chapt, doth 
for the latter Rain, for the Things that are eternal, 


Job xxix. 23. P/al. Ixxxi. 10. 


Obſerve again, that the loweſt Parts of the Temple 
were the narroweſt Parts of the Temple: So thoſe in 


the Church who are neareſt, or molt concerned with 


Earth, are the moſt narrow ſpirited, as to the Things 


of God. But now let even ſuch an one be taken up 
higher, to above, to the uppermoſt Parts of the Tem- 

ple, and there he will be eniarged, and have his Heart 
| ſtretched out, For the Temple you ſee was wideſt up- 


wards, the higher the more it was enlarged. Pau! 
being once caught up into Paradice, could not but be 
there enlarged, 2 Cor. xii. 

One may ſay of the Faſhion of the 'Temple, as ſome 
ſay of a lively Picture, it ſpeaks. I ſay, its Form and 
Faſhion ſpeaks, it ſays to all Saints, to all the Churches 
of Chriſt, Open your Hearts for Heawen, be ye enlarged 
upwards. 

I read not in Scripture of any Houſe, but this, that 
was thus enlarged upwards, nor is there any where, 
fave only in the Church of God, that which doth an- 
{wer this Similitude. | | 

All other are wideſt downwards, and have the 
largeſt Heart for earthly Things: The Church only 
is widelt upwards, and has its greateſt Enlargements 
towards Heaven. | 
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XIX. Of the outward Glory of the Temple. 


Sa DO alto think, that as to this, there was 
IE a great Expreſſion in it: I mean, a Voice 
of God, a Voice that teacheth the New 
* Teſtament Church to carry even Conviction 
in her outward U ſages, that I ſay, might give Con- 
viction to the World. And beſides theſe of its en- 
larging upwards, there was ſuch an outward Beauty 
and Glory put upon it, as was alluring to Beholders : 
The Stones were curiouſly carved, and excellently 
joined together: Its outward Shew was white and 
glittering to the dazzling of the Eyes of Beholders: 
yea, the Diſciples themſelves were taken with it, 
*twas ſo admirable to behold. Hence *tis ſaid, they 
came to Chriſt to ſhew him the building of the Tem- 
ple: Maſter, ſaid they, ſee what manner of Stones, 
and what Buildings are here, Mat. xxiv. I. Mark xiii. 
1. Luke xxi. 5. And hence it is ſaid, that Kings, and 
the Mighty of the Earth, were taken with the Glory 
of it. Becauſe of thy Temple at Jeruſalem, ſhall Kings 
bring Preſents unto thee: As it is, Pal. Ixviii. 29, 31. 
Kings, Gentile Kings, they ſhall be ſo taken with 
the Sight of the outward Glory of it ; for they were 
not ſuffered to go into it: No uncircumciſed were ad- 
mitted in thither: It was therefore with the outward 
Glory of it, with which the Beholders were thus 
taken. Ns | 
Her enlarging upward, as that was to ſhew us what 
the inward Affections of Chriſtians ſhoald be, Col. ili. 
1, 2. 3. So her curious outward Adorning and Beau- 
ty, was a Figure of the beauteous and holy Conver- 
ſation of the Godly, And 'tis brave when the World 
are made to ſay of the Lives and Converſations of 
Saints, as they were made to ſay of the Stones and 
Out- 
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outward Building of the Temple: Behold, What 


Chriſtians, and what goodly Converſations are here! 
I fay, Tis brave, when our Light /o Hines before 
Men, that they ſeeing our good Warks, ſhall be forced to 
glorify our Father which i, in Heaven, Mat. v. 16. 

Hence this 1s called our Adorning, wherewith we 
adorn the Goſpel, and that by which we beautify it, 
Tit. 11. 10. 

This, I fay, is taking to Beholders, as was this, 
goodly Outſide of the Temple. And without this, 
what is to be ſeen in the Church of God? Her Infide 
cannot be ſeen by the World, but her Outſide may. 
Now her Outſide is very homely, and without all 
Beauty, fave that of the holy Life; this only is her 
viſible Goodlineſs. This puts to Silence the Ignorance 
of fooliſh Men. This allureth others to fall in Love 


with their own Salvation, and makes them fall in with 


Chriſt againſt the Devil and liis Kingdom, 


XX. Of the Porch of the Temple. 


cb E come next to the Porch of the Temple, 
K wy RX that is commonly called So.omor's. 

X & 1. This Porch was in the Front of the 
$3 ><1[>< Houſe, and ſo became the common Way 
into the Temple, 1 Kings vi 3. 2 Chron. 


lll. 4. 
2. This Porch therefore was the Place of Recep- 
tion in common for all, whether Jews or religious Pro- 
ſelites, who came to Jeruſalem to worſhip, Ads iii. 11. 
Chap. v. 12. 
3. This Porch had a Door or Gate belonging to it, 
but ſuch as was ſeldom ſhut, except in declining 
Times, or when Men put themſelves into a Rage 
againſt thoſe better than themſelves, 2 Chron? xxix. 7. 


Ads xxi. 28, 29, 30. 


4. This 
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4. This Gate of this Porch was called Beautifu], 
even the beautiful Gate of the Temple, and was that 
at which the lame Man lay to beg for an Alms of them 
that went in thither to worſhip, Ack, iii. 1, 2, 10. 

Now then, fince this Porch was the common Place 
of Reception for all Worſhippers, and the Place alſo 
where they laid the Beggars, it looks, as if it were to 
be a Type of the Churches Boſom for Charity. Here 
the Proſelytes were entertained, here the Beggars were 
relieved, and received Alms. "Theſe Gates were ſel. 
dom ſhut ; and the Houſes of Chriſtian Compaſſion 
ſhould be always open: This therefore beautiſied this 
Gate, as Charity beautifies any of the Churches, 
Largeneſs of Heart, and tender Compaſſion at the 
Church-Door, is excellent, it is the Bond of Perfect. 
neſs, 1 Cor. xii. alt. chap. xiii. 1, 2, 3, 4. Heb. xiii, 
I, 2, 3, Jobn. v. 6, 7. Col. iii. 14. 

The Church Porch, to this Day, is a Coming in 
for Beggars; and perhaps, this Practice at firſt was 
borrowed from the Beggars lying at the Temple-Gate. 
This Porch was large, and fo ſhould the Charity of 
the Churches be. It was for Length, the Breadth of 
the Temple, and of the fame Size with the Holieſt of 
all, I Kings vi. 3. 2 Chron. iii. 4, 5, 6, 7, 8. 

'T he firſt might be to teach us, in Charity we ſhould 
not be nigardly, but according to the Breadth of 
our Ability, we ſhould extend it to all the Houſe ; 
and that in our ſo doing, the very Emblem of Hea- 
yen is upon us, of which the Holieſt was a Figure. 
As therefore we have an Opportunity, let us do good 
to all, Cc. | « 

It is a fine Ornament to a true Church, to have a 
large Church-Porch, or a wide Boſom for Reception 
of all that come thither to worſhip. This was com- 
manded to the Jews, and their Glory ſhone when 
they did accordingly. And it ſhall come to paſs, in 
avkhat Place the Stranger ſojourneth, there ſhail 's 
give him his Inheritance, ſaith the Lord God. Exe 


xlvii. | 
This 
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This Porch was, as I ſaid, not only for Length, the 
Breadth of the Temple, and fo the Length and Breadth 
of the Holieſt; But it was, it I miſtake not, for Height, 
far higher than them both. For the Holy Place was 
but thirty Cubits high, and the moſt Holy but twenty; 
but the Porch was in Height an hundred and twenty 
Cubits. This beautiful Porch therefore was four 
times as high as was the Temple itlelf ; 1 Kings vi. 
2, 20. 2 Chron. Ul. 4. 

One excellent Ornament therefore, of this Temple, 
was, for that it had a Porch ſo high, that is, ſo famous 
for Height, ſo high as to be ſeen afar off, Charity, if 
it be rich, runs up from the Church like a Steeple, 
and will be ſeen afar off; I ſay, if it be rich, large, 
and abounds : Chriſt's Charity was blazed abroad, 
'twas ſo high, no Man could hide it; and the Charity 
of the Churches will be ſeen from Church to Church, 
yea, and will be ſpoken off to their Commendations in 
every Place, if it be warm, fervent, and high; Mart 
vii. 36. 2 Cor. viii. 24. Chap. ix. 2, 13, 14.

E HERE was three Things belonging to the 
4 1 a Porch, beſides its Height, that was an Or- 
nament unto it. 

Salty 4. It was overlaid within with Gold. 

II. It had the Pillars adjoined unto it, | 

III. It was the Inlet into the Temple. 

Firft, It was overlaid with Gold oft-times, was a 
Type of Grace, and particularly of the Grace of Love. 
That in Solamon's Chariot called Gold, is yet again 
mentioned by the Name Love: Song iii. g, 10. As it 
is in the Church, the Grace of Love is as Gold; it 
is the greatelt, the richeſt of Graces, and that 1 

ADIUES 
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abides for ever. Hence, they that ſhew much Love to 
Gaints, are ſaid to be rich, 1 Tim. vi. 17, 18, 19. And 
hence Charity is called a Treaſure, a Treeſare in the 
Heavens, Luke xii. 33, 34. Love is a golden Grace: 
Let then the Churches, as the Porch of the Temple 
was, be inlaid with Love, as Gold. 

' Secondly, It had the Pillars adjoyned to it, the which, 
beſides their Statelineſs, ſeem to be there typically to 
teach Example: For there was ſeen by theSpace of four 
Cubits. their Lilly work in the Porch, 1 King, vii. 19. 

Of their Lilly work, I ſpake before now, that they 
were ſo placed, that they might be ſeen in the Porch 
of the Houſe, it ſeems to be for Example to teach 
the Church, that ſhe ſhould live without worldly 
Care, as did the Apoſtles, the firſt Planters of the 
Church. And Jet Miniſters do this, they are now the 
Pillars of the Churches, and they ſtand before the Porch 
of the Houſe ; let them alſo ſhew their Lilly-work to 
the Houſe, that the Church may learn of them to be 
without Carefulneſs, as to the worldly things, and alſo to 
be rich in Love and Charity towards the Brethren. 

A covetous Miniſter 1s a baſe Thing, a Pillar more 
ſymbolizing Lot's Wife, than an holy Apoſtle of Jeſus 
Chriſt ; let them, ſince they ſtand at the Door, and 
fince the Eyes of all in the Porch, are upon them, be 
Patterns and Examples of good Works, 1 Tim. vi.

Temple, they were ſaid, To go up ito the Houſe of 
the Lord, Ja. xxxviii 22. 

Theſe Steps which were the Aſcent to the Temple, 
were ſo curiouſly ſet, and alſo finely wrought, that 
they were amazing to behold, Wherefore, when the 
Queen of Sheba, who came to prove Solomon's Wiſ— 
dom, ſaw the Houſe which he had built, and his Aſcent 
by which ke went up into the Houſe of the Lord, ſhe 
had no more Spirit in her, She was by that Sight, quite 
drowned, 2nd overcome, 1 Kings x, 5. 

2. Theſe Steps, whether Cedar, Gold, or Stone, yet 
that which added to their Adornment, was the Won- 
derment of a Queen. And whatever they were made 
of, to be ſure, they were a Shadow of thoſe Steps 
which we ſhould take to, and in the Houſe of God. 


Steps of God, Pſal Ixxxv, 13 Steps ordered by bim, 


Pſal. xxxvii. 23. Steps ordered in Lis Word, Pal. cxix,

Men do aſcend, or go up to the Houſe of the Lord ? 


He then that entercth into the Houſe of the Lord, 


is an aſcending Man; as it ſaid of Moſes, he went up into 
| | the 
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the Mount to God. It is aſcending, to go into the Houſe 
of God. The World believe not this; they think 'tis 
going downward to go up the Houſe of God ; but 
they are in a horrible Miſtake. 

The Steps then by whica Men went up into the 
Temple, are and ought to be oppoſed to thoſe which 
Men take to their Luſts and empty Glories. Hence 
{uch Steps are ſaid, not only to decline from God, but 
to take hold of the Path to Death and Hell, P/al xliv. 
18. Prov. ii. 18.Chap. lv. Chap. vii. 25 26. 27. 

The Steps then by which Men went up to the Houſe 
of the Lord, were ſigificative of thoſe Steps which 
Men take when they go toGod, toHeaven, and Glory ; 
for theſe Steps were the way to God, to God in his 
holy Temple. 

Bat how few are there, that, as the Queen of the 
South, are taken with theſe goodly Steps. Do not 
moſt rather feek to puſh away our Feet from taking 
hold of the Path of Life, or elſe lay Snares for us in 
the way; But all theſe notwithſtanding, the Lord 
guide us in the way of his Steps, they are goodly Steps, 
they are the belt.

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Anſwer, The Straitneſs, the Narrowneſs, muſt not 
be underſtood of the Gate ſimply, but becauſe of that 
Cumber that ſome Men carry with them, that pretend 
to be going to Heaven. Six Cubitsf What is ſix- 
teen Cubits to him who would enter in here with all 
the World on his Back ? The young Man in the Goſ- 
pe], who made ſuch a Noiſe for Heaven, might have 
gone in eaſy enough; for in ſix Cubits Breath, there 
is Room ; but poor Man, he was not for going in thi- 
ther, unleſs ke might carry in his Houſes upon his 
Shoulder too; and now the Gate was ſtrait, Mark x. 
17, 18, Ig, 20, 21, 22. 

Wherefore he that will enter in at the Gate of Hea- 
ven, of which this Gate into the Temple was a Type, 
muſt go in by himſelf, and not with his Bundles of 
Traſh on his Back; and if he will go in thus, he need 
not fear, there is Room. The righteous Nation that 
keepeth the Truth, they ſhall enter in; Ja. xxvi. 2. 

2. They that enter in at the Gate of the innerCourt 
muſt be cloathed in fine Linen, how then ſhall they 
go into the Temple, that carry the Clogs of the Dirt 
of this World at their Heels? Thus faith the Lord, 
No Stranger uncircumciſed in Heart, or uncircumciled: 
in Fleſh, ſhall enter into my Sanctuary; Exe. xliv. 9. 

3. The Wideneſs therefore of this Gate is for this 
Cauſe here made mention of, to wit, to encourage 
them that would gladly enter thereat, according to the 
Mind of God, and not to flatter them that are not for 
leaving of ail for God. 

4. Wherefore let ſuch as would go in, remember 
that here is Room, even a Gate to enter in at, tix Cu- 
bits wide. We have been all this while but on the out- 


fide of the T'emple, even the Courts of the Houſe of 


the Lord, to ſee the Beaut\ and Glory that is there. 
The Beauty hereof made Men cry out and ſay, How 
amiable are thy Tabernacles, O Lord of Hoſts!

Satan attempt- 
ed to entertain Chrift Jeſus with this Type and Anti- 
type, at once, when he ſet him on one of the Pinacles 
of the Temple, and offered to thruſt him upon a falſe 
Confidence in God, by a falſe and unſound Interpreta- 
tion of a Text, Mat. iv 53, 6. Lukeiv. , 10, 11. 

3. You have ſome Men cannot be content to wor- 
ſhip in the Temple, but muſt be aloft, no Place will 
ſerve them but Pinacles, Pinacles; that they may be 
ſpeaking in ard to the Air, that they may be promote- i 
ing their heady Notions, inſtead of ſolid Truth; not 
conſidering that now they are where the Devil would 
have them be, they ſtrut upon their Points, their Pina- 
cles, but let them look to it, there is Difficult ſtanding 
upon Pinacles, their Neck, their Soul, is in Danger. 
We read, God is in his Temple, not upon theſe Pina- 
cles, P/al. xi. 4 Hab. ii. 20. | : 

4. Tis true, Chriit was once upon one of theſe, 
but the Devil ſet him there, with intent to have daſht 
him in Pieces by a Fall, and yet even then told him, 
if he would venture to tumble down, he ſhould be kept 
from daſking his Foot againſt a Stone.

enter in, 2 Chron, xxiii. 19. Ws 

4. The Excellency of the Porters lay in theſe three 
things; their Watchfulneſs, Diligence, and Valour, to 
make Refiſtance to thoſe that as unfit would attempt 
to enter thoſe Courts, and the Houſe of God, 1 Chr. 
xxvi. 6. Mark xiii 34. 

5. Theſe Porters were Types of our Goſpel-Mi- 
niſters, as they are ſet to be watchmen in and over the 
Church, and the holy things of God. Therefore as 
Chriſt gives to every Man in the Church his Work, ſo 
he commands the Porter to watch, Iſa. xxi. 11. Exzek.

Gold 
here is a Figure of the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt, by 
which we are juſtified in tae Sight of God: There- 
fore you read, that his Church, as juflified, is ſaid to 
ſtand at his right Hand in Cloth of Gold ; Upon thy 
right Hand did ſtand the Queen in Gold of Ophir; and 
again, Her Clothing is of wrought Gold; Pſal. xlv. 9, 13. 
'This the Wall was overlaid with ; this the Body of 
Chriſt was filled with. Men, while in the Temple, 
were Clothed with Gold, even with the Gold of the 
Temple and Men in Chriſt are clothed with Righte- 
ouſveſs, the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt. Wherefore this 
Conſideration doth yet more illuſtrate the Matter, 
In that the Palm-trees were ſet on this Wall, it may 
be to ſhew that the EleR are fixed in Jeſus,and ſo ſhall 
abide for ever.

z. Theſe twelve Oxen were Types of the twelve 
Apoſtles of the Lamb, who, as theſe Beaſts ſtood look: 
ing into the four Corners of the Earth, were bid to g 
preach the Goſpel in all the World. 

4. They were compared to Oxen, becauſe they were 
clean, for the Ox was a clean Beaſt. Hence the Apo- 
ſtles are called holy. They were compared to Oxer, 
becauſe the Ox is ſtreng, and they alſo were mighty 
in the Word, Prow. xiv. 4. 2 Cor. xii. 12. 

5. The Ox will not loſe what he has got by draw: 
ing; he wil] not let the Weels go back: So the Apo. 


ſites were ſet to defend, and not let that Doctrine g 


back, which they had preached to others: Nor did 
they; they delivered it pure to us. ; 

6. One of the Cherubs of which you read in the 
Viſion, had a Face like an Ox, te ſhew that the Apo- 


ſtlez, 
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ſtles, theſe Men of the firſt Order, ate moſt like the 


Angels of God; Ezek i. 10. | 

7. In that they ſtood with their Faces every Way, 
it was; as I ſaid, to ſhew how the Apoſtles ſhould carry 
the Goſpel into all the World, Marth. xxviii. 19. 
Mark xv1. 

8. And obſerve, juſt as theſe Oxen were placed, 
looking in the Temple every Way, even fo ſtand open 
the Gates of the New Feruſalem, to receive thoſe that 
by their Doctrine ſhould be brought into it. And they

; Theſe Oxen bear this molten Sea upon their 
Backs, to ſhew that they ſhouid be the Foundation 
Workmen of the Goſpel, and that it ought not to be 
removed, as was the molten Sea of old, frem that 
Baſis to another.

10. It is alſo ſaid concerning theſe Oxen, that thus 
did bear this molten Sea, that all their Hinder parts 
were inwards, that is covered by that Sea that was 
ſet upon their Backs. Their Hinder-Pazts, or, as tae 
Apolile has it, our uncomely Parts, 1 Cor. Xil. 23, 24. 

11. And indeed it becomes a Gol el Minilter to 
have his uncomely Parts covered with that Grace 
which by the Goſpel he preacheth unto others. As 
Paul exhorts Timothy, to take Heed unto himſelf, and 
to his Doctrine; 1 Tim iv. 6. 

12. But alas ! there are too many who, can they 
but have their Heads covered with a few Goſpel-No- 
tions, care not though their Hinder parts are {cen of 
all the World. But ſuch are falſe Miniſters, the Pro- 
phet calls them the Taz/. The Prophet that ſpeaketh 


Lies, either by Word, or with his Feet, he is the

13. But what a Shame is it to hide his Head under 
tis molten Sea, while his Hinder-parts hang out. Such 
au one is none of Chriſt's Oxen ; for they, with Ho- 
nour 
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nour to their Maſter, ſhew their Heads before all the 
World, for that their hinder Parts are inward, co 
vered. 

14. Look to thy hinder Parts, Minifter ; leſt while 
thy Mouth doth preach the Goſpel, thy Nakedneſs and 
Shame be ſeen of thoſe which hear thee. 

For they that do not obſerve to learn this Leſſon 
themſelves, will not teach others to believe theWord, 
nor to live a holy Lite: They will learn of them to 
ſhew their Shame, inſtead of learning to be holy.

1. Of their Faſhion, and their Furniture, you may 
ſee, 1 Kings vii. Theſe Lavers, as the molten Sea, 
were Veſſels which contained Water, hut they were 
not of the ſame Uſe with it. True, they were both 
to waſh in; the Sca to waſh the Worſhippers, but the 
Lavers te waſh the Sacrifice. He mude the ten La- 
wers to abaßb in them ſuch Things as tbey effered for 
| Barnt-Offering, but the Sea was for the Prieſt to waſs 
in; 2 Chron iv. 6 

2. The Burnt-Offering was a Type of the Body of 
Chriſt, which he once offered for aur Sins, and the 
Fire on which the Sacrifice was burned, a Type of the 
Curſe of the Law which ſeized on Chriſt, when he 
gave himſelf a Ranſom for us. For therefore that un- 
der the Law axas called the Burnt Offering, becau/e of 
the burning upon the Altar; Lvvit. vi. | 

But what then muſt we underſtand by theſe Lavete, 
and by this Sacrifice being waſhed in them, in order 
to its being burned upon the Altar, : 

| | an- 
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I anſwer, Verily, I think, that the ten Lavers were 
a Figure of the Ten Commandments : In the Purity 
and Perfection of Chriſt's Obedience to which he be- 
came capable of being made a Burnt-Offering, ac- 
ceptable to God for the Sins of his People. Chriſt 
was made under the Law, and all his Acts of Obedi- 
ence to God for us were legal; and bis living thus a 
perfect legal Life, was his waſhing his Offering in 
theſe Ten Lavers, in order to his preſenting it upon 
the Altar for our Sins. The Lavers went upon Wheels, 
to ſignify walking Feet; and Chriſt walked in the Law, 
and ſo became a clean Offering to God for us. The 
Wheels were of the very {ame as were the Lavers ; to 
ſhew, that Chriſt's Obecience to the Law was of the 
ſame, as to Length and Preadth, with its Commands 
and Demands to their utmoſt 'Tittie and Extent, The 
Inwards and Legs of the Burnt Offcring was to be 
waſhed in theſe Lavers, Levit. i. 9, 13. 2 Chros. 
iv. 6. To ſhew that Chriſt ſhould be pure and clean 
m Heart and Life. 

We know ti.a: Obedience, whether Chriſt's or our's, 
is called a walking in the Way, typified by the Lavers 
walking upon their Wheels. But I mean not by 
Chiiſt's waſhing of his Offering, that he had any 
Filthineſs cleaving to his Nature or Obedience: Yet 
this, I ſay, that fo far as our Guilt laid upon him, 
could impede, ſo far he wiped it off by waſhing in 
ihele Lavers. For his Offering was to be without 
Blemiſh, ard without Spot to God. Hence 'tis ſaid, 
he ſanctified himſelf, in order to his Suffering; and 
being made perfect, he became the Author of eternal 
Salvation to all them that obey bim; John xvii. 19. 
Heb. v. 6.— 10. | EE 

For albeit he came holy into the World, yet that 
Holineſs was but preparatory to that by which he 
ſanctified himſelf, in order to his ſuffering for Sin: 
That then which was his immediate Preparation for 
dis Suffering, was his Obedience to the Law, his 
waſhing in theſe Lavers. He then firſt yielded com- 

kt 


pleat 
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pleat Obedience to the Law, on our behalf; and then, 
as ſo qualified, offered his waſhed Sacrifice for our 
fins, without Spot, to God. 

Thus therefore he was our Burnt-Offering, waſhed 
ip the Ten Lavers, that he might, according to Law, 
be accepted of the Lord. 

And he ſet Five of the Lawers on the right Side of 
. the Houſe, and Five of them on the Left. Thus were 
the Len divided, as the Tables of the Law, one ſkew. 
ing our Duty towards God ; the other, our Duty to- 
wards our Neighbour ; in both which the Burnt Of- 
fering was waſhed, that it might be thorough clean in 
both Reſpects. 

They might alſo be thus placed, the better to put 
the People in Mind of the Nect fli:y of the Sanction of 
Chriſt, according to the Law, in order to his offering 
of himſelf an Offering to God for us. |

40, 41, 42, 
3, 44. | 
2 dow ſince the Burnt Offering was a Figure of the 
Body of Chriſt, the Tables on which this Sacrifice 
| was ſlain, muſt needs, I think, be a Type of the 
| - Heart, the ftony Heart of the Jcus: For had they 
| not had Hearts as hard as an Ada mant, they could noi 
haue done that Thing. 


5 Upon 
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Upon theſe Tables, therefore was the Death of 
Chriſt contrived, and this horrid Murder acted even 
upon theſe Tables of Stone. ; 

In that they are called Tables of hewn Stone, it 
may be to ſhew, that all this Cruelty was acted under 
{mooth Pretences, for hewen Stones are ſmooth. The 
Tables were finely wrought with Tools, even as the 
Hearts of the Jenes were with Hypocriſy : But alas! 
they were Stone till, that is, hard and cruel ; elſe 
they could not have been an Anvil for Satan to forge 
fuch horrid Barbariſm upon. The Tables were in 
Number the ſame with the Lavers, and were ſet by 
them, to ſhew what are the Fruits of being devoted 
to the Law, as the Jews were, in oppoſition both to 
Chriſt and his Holy Goſpel : There flows nothing 
but hardneſs and a ſtory Heart from thence. This 
was ſhewed in its firſt Writing; it ava, writ on Tables 
of Stone, Figures of the Heart of Man ; and on the 
ſame Tables or Hearts, was the Death of Jelus Chriſt 
compaſſed. | 

One would think, that the Meekneſs, Gentlenefs, 
or good Needs of Jeſus Chrift, might have procured 
in them ſome Relentings, when they were about to 
take away his Life; but alas, their Hearts were Tables 
of Stone! What Feeling or Compaſſion can a Stone be 
{enfible of? Here were ſtony Hearts, ftony Thoughts, 
{tony Counſels, ſtony Contrivances, a ſtony Law, and 
ſtony Hands: And what could be expected hence, but 
barbarous Cruelty indeed? /I 4ſt you, ſaid Chriſt, 
you will not anſwer me, neither will you let me go; 
Luke xxii. 68. | 

In that the ſtony Tables were placed about the Tem- 
ple, it ſuppoſeth that they were Temple-Men, Pricits, 
Scribes, Rulers, Lawyers, Sc. That were to be the 
Chief on whoſe Hearts this Murder was to be deſign- 
ed, and by them inacted to their own Damnation, 
without Repentance. 1 => 
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XL. Of the Inſtruments wherewith this Sa- 


crifice was ain, ana of the four Tables 
they were laid on in the emple. 


CY * YHE laſtruments that were laid upon the 

Tables in the Temple, were not Inftru- 
ö ments of Muſick, but thoſe with which the 
XXX Burnt- Offerings was ſlain. 

And the four Tables were of hewen Stone for the 
Burnt Oferinn ; «»kereon allo they laid the Inflrument-: 
exherewith they flew the Burnt Offering and the Sa 
crifice ; Ezek. xl. 42, 43. 

1. Here we are to tage Notice, that the Tables are 
the ſame, and ſome of them of which we have already 
ſpoken. 

That the Inſtruments with which they ſlew the Sa- 
crifice, was laid upon theſe Tables. 

The Inſtruments with which they flew the Sacri- 
fices, what were they, but a b/o-dy Ax, bloody Knives, 
bloody Hooks, and bloody Hands ? For theſe ave need no 
Prorf'; matter of Fat drclares it. 

But avhat «vere thoſe Inſtruments a Type of ? 

Anjwer, Doabilels hey were a Type of our Sins. 
They were the bloody Ax, the K:ife, and bloody 
Hand „that ſhed his precious Blood, They were the 
meritorious zones, without which he could not have 
died. When I fay ours, I mean the Sins of the whole 
World. Though then the Hearts of the Jews were 
the immediate Contrivers, yet they were our Sins that 
were the bloody Tools, or Inſtruments with which 
they ſlew the Son of God. 

He was wounded for our T, ranſoreſſions, he died for 
a Sins; lialah liii. 1 Cor. xv, Gal, 1 

Oh, 
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Oh, the Iuſtruments of us Churls, by which this 


poor Man was taken from of the Earth ! Ja. xxxii. 
. Prov. xxx. 4- 

The Whip, the Bufetings, the Crown of 'Thorns, 
the Nails, tue Croſs, the Spear, with the Vinegar and 
Gall, were all nothing in cot pariſon of our Sins. For 
the Tranſgreſſions of my People, was he flricken, I ſs iah 
Itii. Nor were the Plouts, Taunts, Mocks, Scorns, 
Derifions, &c with which chey followed him from the 
Garden to the Croſs, ſuch cruel Inſtruments as theſe. 
T hey were our vins then, our curſed Sins, by, with, 
and tor the Sake of which, the Lord Jeſus became a 
blood Sacrifice. | 

But why muſt the Inſtruments be laid on the Table? 

I. Take the Fables tor the Hearts ot the Murder- 
ers, and the Inſtruments for their Sins ; and what 
Place more fit for ſuch Infiruments to be laid upon ? 
*Tis God's Command, that theſe Things ſhould be 
laid to Heart, and he complains of thoſe that do not 
do it, //atah xlii. 25. chap. Ivii. 11. 

2. Nor are Men ever 1tke to come to Good, until 
theſe Inſtruments with which the Son of God was 
lain, indeed be laid to Heart. And they were emi— 
nently laid to Heart, even by them, foon after; the 
Effect o which, was the Converſion of Thouſands of 
them, 4&5 11 36, 37. | 

Wherefore wacn it ſays, theſe Inſtruments mult be 
laid upon the ſtony Tables, be infinuite+, that God 
would take a Time to charge the Murder of his Son 
home upon the Conſcierces of them that did that 
Murder, either to their Converſion or Condemnation, 
And is it not Reaſon, that they, who did this borrid 
Villainy, ſhould have their Doings laid before their 
Faces upon the Tables of their Heart. That they mov 
{ook upon him whom they have pierced, and mourn ; 
Zach. xii. 10. Rev. i. 7. . | 

4. But theſe Inſtruments were laid but upon ſome 
Ot the Tables, and not upon all the Len, to he we the, 
H 3 not 
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not all, but ſome of thoſe ſo horrid, ſhould find Mercy 
of the Lord. 
$. But we muſt not confine theſe Tables only to 
the Hearts of the bloody Fews ; they were our Sins, 
for the which he died : Wherefore the Inſtruments 
ſhoald be laid upon our Tables too, and the Lord lay 
them there for our gagd, that we alſo may ſee our 
horrid Doings, and come bending to him for his For- 
giveneſs. . 

6. Theſe Inſtruments thus lying on the Tables ia 
the Temple, became a continual Motive to God's 
People to Repentance ; for ſo oft as they ſaw theſe 
bloody and cruei Inſtruments, they were put in mind, 
how their Sins ſhould be the Cauſe of the Death of 
Jeſus Chriſt, 

7. It weuld be well alſo, if theſe Inſtruments were 
at all Times laid upon our Tables, in order for our 
more humbling for our Sins in every Thing we do, 
eſpecially upon the Lord's Table, when we come to eat 
and drink before him. I am ſu e, the Lord Jeſus 
doth more than intimate, that he expects, that we 
ſhould do ſo, where be faith, When ye cat that 
Bread, and drink that Cup, do this in Kemembrance 
of me ; in Remembrance that I died for your Sins, 
and conſequently, that they were the meritorious 
Cauſe of the ſhedding of my Blood. To conclude, 
Let all Men remember, that theſe cruel Inftruments 
are laid upon the Table of their Hearts, whether they 
ſee them or not. The Sin of Judah 7s written with 
a Pen of Iron, and with the Point of A Diamond, upon 
the Tables of their Hearts; er. xvii. 1. 

A Pen of Iron will make Letters upon a Table made 
of Stone ; and the Point of a Diamond will make 
Letters upon Glaſs. Wherefore, in this Saying, God 
informs us, that if we ſhall forbear to read theſe Lines 
to our Converſion, God will one Day read them a- 
gainſt us unto our Condemnation.

1. Theſe Candleſticks were made of Gold, to ſhew 
the Worth and Value of them. 

2. They were made after the Form, or exact, ac- 
cording to Rule, like thoſe that were made in the Ta- 
bernacle, or according to the Pattern which David 
gave to Solomon to make them by; obſerve, thaie was 
great Exactneſs in theſe, and need there was of this 
ipecial Hint, that Men might ſee, that every Thing 
will not paſs for a right ordered Candleſtick with 
God; Excd. xxv. 31, 32, 33, 34, 55, 36. 1 Chron. 
xxviii. 15, 16. | 

Theſe @andlefticks are ſaid ſometimes to be Ten, 
ſometimes Seven, and ſometimes One. Ten here; 
Seven, Revel. 1. and One in Zech. iv. Ten is a Note 
of Mul itude, and Seven a Note of Perfection, and 
One a Note of Unity. 

Now as the precious Stones with which the Houſe 
was garniſhed, were a Type of miniſterial Gifts: So 
_ theſe Candleſticks were a Type of thoſe that were 
to be the Churches of the New Teſtament. Where- 


fore he ſays, The Candlefticks which thou fax are 


the Seven Churches, Rev. i. 12, 13, 20. 

1. The Candleſticks were here in Namber, Ten, 
to ſhew that Chriſt under the New Teſtament would 
have a many Goſpel Churches, And I. if I be lifted 
up, from the Earth, ſaith he, will draw all Men un- 
ta me ; that is, Abundance : For the Children of the 
Deſolate, that is, of the New-Teſtament Church, 
Hall be many mere than they of the Jews avere; John 
xii. 32. Gal. iv. 27. | 


2. In 
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the Members of the Church do make of Chritt, * 
gg | . — 


2 In that the Candleſticks were ſet by the Lavers 
and ſtony Tables, it might be to ſhew us, that Chriſt's 
Chu:ches ſhould be much in conſidering, that Chriſt, 
tho' he was Righteous, yet died for our Sins: Tho' 
his Life was according to the Holy Law, yet our 
ſtony Hearts cauſed him to die. Yea, and that the 
Candleſticks are placed there, it is to ſhew us allo, 
that we ſhould be much in looking on the Sins by 
which we cauſed him to die, for the Candleſticks 
were ſet by thoſe Tables whereon they laid the Taftru- 
ments, with which they ſlew the Sacrifice. 

3. Theſe Candleſticks being made according to Form, 
ſeems not only to be exact as to Faſhion, but alſo as 
to Work. For that in Frodus with its Furniture, 
was made preciſely of one Talent of Gold, which 
was perhaps to ſhew, that Chriſt's true Spouſe is not to 
be a Grain more, nor a Dram leſs, but juſt the Num- 
ber of God's Elect. This is Chriff's Compleatneſe, 
his Fulneſs, one more, one leſs, would make his Body 
a Monſter, | | 3 

4 The Candleſticks was to hold the Lights, and 
to ſhew it to all the Houſe, and the Church is to let 
her Light ſo ſhine, that they wichout may ſee the 
Light, Matth. v. 15, 16. Lute viii. 15. chap. xi.

5. To this End the Candleſticks were ſupplied with 


Oil-Olive, a Type of the Supply the Church hath, 
that her Light may ſhine, even of the.

2. Theſe Lamps were beautified with Knops and 
Flowers, to ſhew how comely and beautiful that Pro- 
feffor is, that adorns his Profeſſion with a ſuitable Life 
and Converſation. h | | 

3. We read that the Candleſtick in Zecharias had 
feven Lamps belonging to it, and a Bowl of Golden 
Oil on the Top, and that by Golden Pipes this Gol- 
den Oil emptied itſelf into the Lamps, and all, doubt- 
leſs, that the Lamps might ſhine ; Zech. iv. 

4. Chriſt therefore, who is the High-Prieſt, and to 
whom it belongs to dreſs the Lamps, doth dreſs them 
accordingly. But now there are Lamp Carriers of 
two Sorts, ſuch as have only Oil in their Lamps, and 
ſuch as have Oil in their Lamps and Veſſels too, and 
bo'h theſe belong to the Church of God, and likewiſe 
in both theſe Chriſt will be glorified. And they alſo 
mould have their proper Places at laſt. They chat 
have the Oil of Grace in their Hearts, as well as a 
Profeſſion of Chriit in their Hands, they ſhall go in 
with him to the Wedding : but they who only make 
a Profeflion, and have not Oil in their Veſſels, will 
ſurely Miſcarry at laſt; Datth xxv. 

5. Wherefore, O thou Profeſſor ! Thou Lamp- 
Carrier! Have a Care and look to thyſelf, content 
not thyſelf with that only, that will maintain thee in 
a Profeſſion, for that may be done without ſaving 
Grace. Bui J advile thee to go to Aaron, to Chriſt, ' 
the Trimmer of our Lamps, and beg thy Veſſel full 
of Oil of him, (that is Grace) tor the ſeaſoning of thy 
Heart, that thou mayſt have wherewith, not only to 
bear thee up now, but at the Day of the Bridegroom's 
coming, when many a Lamp will go out, and man 
a preteadea Profeſſor will be left in the Dark, for that 
will be to all ſuch Profeſſors a woful Day; Lewit.

Some there are, that are neither for Lamps nor for 
Oil for themſelves, neither are they pleaſed if 7

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think they ſee it in others, But they that have Lamps, 
and they that have none, and they which would blow 
out other Folks Light, muſt ſhortly appear to give 
an Account of all their Doings to God. And then 
they ihall ſee, what it is to have Oil in their Veſſels

1. Thciſe twelve Loaves, to me, do ſeem to be a 
Type of the twelve Tribes under the Law, and of 
the Children of God under the Goſpel, as they preſent 
themſelves before God, in and by his Ordinances, 
through Chriſt. Hence the Apoſtle ſays, For wwe be- 
ing many are one Bread, &c. 1 Cor. x. 17. For fo 
were the twelve Cakes, though twelve, and fo are 
the Goſpel Saints, though many. For wwe being many 
are one Body in Chriſt ; Rom xii. 83. 

2. But they were a Type of the true Church, not 
of the falſe. For Ephraim, who was the Head of 
the Ten T'ribes in their Apoſtacy, 1s rejected, as 2 
Cake not turned. Indeed he is called a Cake, as a falſe 
Church may be called a Church; Bat he is called a 
Cake not turned, as a falſe Church is not prepared 
for God, nor fit to he ſet on the Golden Table before 


him; Ho). vii. 8. 
1 9/. vii. 8 8 Theſe 
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3. Theſe Cakes or Shew. bread, was to have Frank- 
incenſe ſtrewed upon them, as they ſtood upon the 
Golden Table, which was a Type of the ſweet Per- 
fumes of the Sanctifications of the Holy Ghoſt. To 
which, I think, Paul alludes, when he ſays, The 
Offering up of the Gentiles is acceptable to God, being 
unified by the Hely Ghoft, Rom. xv. 15. 

4. They were to be ſet upon the pure Table, new, 
ard hot: To ſhew that God delighteth in the Com- 
pany of new and warm Bclievers. I remember thre, 
the Kindneſs of thy Youth : When Iſrael avas a Child, 
] loved him. Nien, at firſt Convei ſion, are like to a 
Cake well baked, and new taken from the Oven; 
they are warm, aud caſt forth a very fragrant Scent, 
eſpecially when, as warm, ſweet Incenſe is ſtrewed 
upon them, Fer. ii. Hoſ. xi. | 

5. When the Shew. bread was cid, and ſtale, it was 
to be taken away, and new and warm put in its place, 
to ſhew that God has but little Delight in the Service 
of his own People, when their Duties grow ſtale 
ard mouldv. I herefore he removed his old, ſtale, 
mouldy Church of the Jus from before him, and 
ſet in their rooms upon the Golden Table, the warm 
Church of the Gentiles, 5 8 

6. The Shew-bread by an often Remove, and Re- 
newing, was continually to ſtand before the Lord in 
his Houſe, to ſhew us, that always, as long as Or- 
dinances ſhall be of Uſe, God will have a new, warm, 
and ſanctified People to worſhip him. | 

7. Aaron, and his Sons, were to eat the old Shew- 
bread, to ſhew that when Saints have lived in the 
World? as long as living is good for them; and when 
they can do no more Service for God in the World, 
they ſhall yet be accepted of Jeſus Chriſt, and that 
it ſhall be as Meat and Drink to him, to ſave them 
from all their Unworthineſſes. 

8. The new Shew- bread was to be ſet even on the 
Sabbath before the Lord. To ſhew with what warmth

XLIV, Of the Snuffers belonging to the Can. 
Aiefticks and Lamps of the IEM LEH. 


Ban S there were Candleſticks and Lamps, ſo there 
worre Snuffers alſo prepared for theſe in the 
$$: Temple of the Lord. And the Snuffe:s were 
Snuffers of Gold; 1 Kings vi. $9. 

1. Sruffers: The U'e of Snuffers is to trim the 
Lamps and Candles, that their Lights may ſhine the 
brighter. 

2. Snuffers, you know, are biting, pinching Things, 
but uſe them well, and they will prove, not only be. 
neficial to thoſe within the Houſe, but profitable to 
the Lights. 1 

Snuffers, you may fay, of what were they a Type! 

Anſw-r, If our Snuffs are our Superfluities of naugh: 
tineſs ; our Snuffers tuen are thoſe righteous Reproofs, 
Rebukes, and Admonitions, which Chriſt kas ordained 
to be in his Honſe for good; or as the Apoſtle hath 
it, if for our Edification ; and perhaps, Paul alludes to 
theſc, w.cn he bids Titus to rebuke the Cretians ſharp- 
ly, that they might be ſound in the Faith, 777. i. 12, 15. 

As who ſhould ſay, they muſt uſe the Snuſters of 
the Temple, to trim their Lights withal, if they burn 
not well. Theſe Snuffers therefore are of great ule 
in the Temple of God, only, as 1 ſaid, they muſt be 
uſed wiſely. * Tis not for every Fool to handle Snuf— 
fers, at, or about the Candles, leaſt perhaps, inſteadol 
mending the Light, they put the Candle out. And there- 
tore Paul bids them that are ſpiritual do it; Gal vi. i. 

My Reaſon tells me, that if I uſe theſe Snuffers as 
1 ſhould, I muſt not only endeavour to take the Su- 
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perfluous Snuff away, but fo to do it, that the Light 


Ether: by be mended ; which then is done, if, as the A-

poltle ſaith, 7 a/e ſharpneſs to Fdifcation, and not for 
Deflrudtion, 1 Cor. v. 4.5. 2 Cor, xiij. 10. 

Are not the ſeven Churches in Aſia called by the 
Name of Candleſti-izs ? And why Candleſticks, it they 
were not to hold the Candles ? And Candles mult have 
Snuffers therewith to trim the Lights, And Chriit 
who is our true Aaron, io thoſe Rebukes which he 
gave thoſe Churches, alludirg to theie Suuffers, did it, 
that their Lights might ſhine the brighter. Rev. ii. & 
li. Chapters. 

Wherefore as he uſed them, he did it ſtill with cau- 
tion to their Light, that it might not be impared. 
For as he ſtiil thus trimmed theſe Lamps, he yet en- 
couraged what he {ſaw would ſhine, if helped. He 
only nip'd the Snuff away. 

Thus therefore he came to them with theſe Snuffer: 
in his Hand, and trimmed their Lamps and Candle- 
ticks, Rev. ii. 4, 20. chap. iii. 2, 15. 

This ſhould teach Mimilers, to whom it belongs, 
under Chriſt, to uſe theſe Snuſters well. Strike at the 
Snuft, not at the Light, in all your Rebukes and Ad- 
monitions ; ſnuff not your Lamps of a private Re- 
venge, but of a Deſign to nouriſh Grace and Gifts in 
Churches. Thus our Lord himſelf ſays he did, in 
his uſing of theſe Snuffers about theſe Candleſticks. 
As many, faith he, as 1 love, I rebuke and chaſte ; be 
*alons thereſore, and repent ; Rev. iii. rg. = 

To conclude, Watchmen, watch, and let not your 
Snuffs be too long, nor pull them of with. your Fin- 
vers or carnal! Reaſonings, but with godly Admoni- 
tions, &c. Uſe your Snuffers graciouſly, curb Vice, 
nouriſh Virtue, ſo you will uſe them well, and ſe 
your Light will ſhine to the Glory of God.

1. By them the Golden Flcor of the Temple, i 
kept from being daubed by the Snuffs. | 

2. By them alſo the clean Hands of thoſe that wol- 
ſhip there, are kept from being defiled. 

3. By them allo the flinks of the Snuffs is ſoonel 
ſuppreflcd in the Temple, and conſequently the ten. 
der Noſes of them that worſhip there, preſerved from 
being offended 

Snuffs, you know, are daubing Things, flinking 
Things, nautious Things: Therefore we muſt take 
heed that they touch not this Floor on which we walk, 
nor defile the Hands which we Jift up to God, when 
we come to worſhip him. But how muſt this be don, 
but as we take them off with the Snuffers, and put 
them in the!e Snuff diſhes. ? 

Some are for beiug at the Snuffs with their Fingers, 
and will alſo caſt them at their Feet, and daub the 
Floor of God's Holy Houſe, but uſually ſuch do buin 
as well as defile themſelves. But is it not a Shamt 
for a Man to defile himſelf with that Vice which he rt 
buketh in another ? Let us then, while we are taking 
away the Snuffs of others, hate even the Garment 
ſpotted by the Fleſh, and labour to carry ſuch Stink 
with the .Snuff-diſhes out of the Temple of or 

| Snuft- 
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Snuff.diſhes, you may ſay, What are they ? 

I anſwer, If Sins are the Snufts, and Rebukes and 
Admonitions the Snuffers : Then methinks, Repen 
tance, or in caſe that be wanting, the Ceuſures of the 
Church ſhould be the Snuff-diſhes. 

Hence, Repentance is called a Church-cleanſing 
Grace. and the Cenſures of the Church a purging out 
of the old Leaven, and making it a new Lump, 1 Cor. 
y.: 2 Cor. vii. 81, 

Ah! were theſe Snuff-diſhes more of uſe in the 
Churches, we ſhould not have this Man's Sauff, de- 


file that Man's Fingers as it doth. Nor would the 


Temple of God be to beſmeared with theſe Sguft:, and 
bedaubed as it is. | 

Ah ! Snoffs pulled off, lie ſtill in the Temple Floor, 
and there ſtink, and defile both Feet and Fingers, both 
the Callings and Converſations of 'Temple- Worſhipers ; 
to the diſparaging of Religion, and of making the re- 
ligious Worſhip, but of low eiteem with, Men. And 
all, I ſay, for want of the due uſe of theſe Snuffero, 
and theſe Saoff diſhes there. | 

Nay, are not whole Churches now defiled with 
thoſe very Snuf, that long ſince were plucked off, 
and all tor want of the Uſe of theſe Snuff-diſhes, ac- 


cording to the Lord's Commandment, For you muſt 


know that Reproofs and Admonitions are but of ſmall 
Uſe, where Repentance, or Church Cenſures, are not 
thereto annexed. When Miniſters uſe the Snuffers, 
the People ſhould hold the Snuff-eiſhes. 

Round Reproofs for Sin, when they light upon pe- 
nitent Hearts, then brave Wort is in the Church : 
Then the Snuff is not only pulled away, but carried 
out of the Temple of God aright, &c. 

And now the Worſhip and Worthipers ſhine like 


Gold. As an Ear-Ring of Gold, and an Ornament of 


fine Gold: So is @ wiſe Reprover upon an obedient 
Ear, Prov. xxv. 12. 


Miniſters, it appertains to you to uſe the Snuffers, 
and to teach the Pcople to hold the Snuff-diſhes right, 
As 
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ARs xx. 20, 21. 1 Tir. iv. 2. We muſt often be 
ſnuffed with theſc Snuffers, or our Light will burn 
but dimly, our Candle will alſo waſte: Pray therefore, 
O Men of God, look diligently to your People : Snuff 
them as you ſee there is need, but touch not their 
Snuff with your white Fingers, a little Smutch on you 
will be ſeen a great Way. Remember alſo that you 


leave them nv where, but with theie Snuff-diſhes, that 


the Temple ma» be cleared of them, 

Do with the Snuff, as the neat Houſe-wife doth 
with the Toad, waich ſhe finds in her Garden. She 
takes the Fork, or a pair of Tongs, and therewith 
doth throw it over the Pales. Calt them away, I ſay, 
with Fear, Zeal, Care, Revenge, and with great In- 
dignation: (2 Cor. vii. 11.) And then your Church, 
your Converſation, your Fingers, and all will be kept 
white and clean.

an HERE was alſo Tongs of Gold uſed in 
X $x the Temple of old, 1 King, vii. 49. 
1 Thele Tongs was uſed about the Altar, 

£2 84 to order the Fire there. 

2. [hey were uſed too about the Candleſtick, and 
are therefore called HIS Tongs. 

3. Perhaps there was Tongs for both theſe Services, 
but of that the Word 1s filent. 

But what were they uſed about the Candleſtick to do 

Anſw. To take holy Fire from off the Altar to 
light the Lamps withal. For the Fire of the Temple 
was holy Fire, ſuch as at firſt, was kindled from Hea- 
ven, and when kindled, maintained by the Prieſts, 
and of that the Lamps were lighted, Levit ix. 24. 
2 Chron. vil. 1. 


Nor 
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Nor was there, upon pain of Death, any other 
Fire to be uſed there, Lewit. x. 1. Theſe Tongs 
therefore was uſed to take Fire from off the Altar, to 
light the Lamps and Candleſticks withal. For to trim 
the Lights, and dreſs the Lamps, was Aaron's Work 
by Day; Exod. xl. 24, 25. Lewit. xxiv. 2, 3. Numb. 
viii. 3. He Hall light and order the Lamps upon the 
pure Candliſtict before the Lord, and Aaron did /o ; he 
lighted the ſeven Lamps thereof, as the Lord had com- 
manded Moles. 

What is a Lamp or Candleſtick to us, if there be 
not Light thereon ? and how lighted without Fire ? 
and how ſhall we take up Coals to light theſe Lamps 
withal, if we have not ſuch Tongs prepared for that 
Purpole ? * *. 3 2 

With theſe Tongs Fire alſo was taken from off the 
Altar, and put into the Cenſers to burn ſweet Incenſe 
with before the Lord. The Tongs then were of very 
great Uſe in the Temple of the Lord. 

But what were the Tongs a Type of ? © | 

The Altar was a Type of Chrilt, the Fire of the 
Holy Ghoſt; and theſe Tongs were a Type of that 
holy Hand of God's Grace, by which the Coals, or 
ſeveral Diſpenſations, and Gifts of this Holy Ghoſt 


are taken and given to the Church, and to her Mem · 


bers, for her Work and profit in this World, 

Tongs, we know are uſed inſtead of Fingers, where- 
fore Aaron's golden Tongs, were a Type of Chriſt's 
golden Fingers: Song v. 14. | 

Jaiab ſe ich, that one of the Seraphims flew) to him 
with a lie Coal in his Hand, which he had taken with 
the Tongs from off the Aitar. Here the Type, and An- 
titype, to wit, Tongs, and Hand, are put together: 
Ja. vi. But the Prophet Ezekiel! treating of like Mat- 
ters, quite waves the Type, the Tongs, and ſpeaketh 


only of this Holy Hand. And be /peak to the Man 


chathed with Linen, and ſaid, go in between the Wheels

Beſides, when he went in to make an Atonement, he 
was to take Fire from off that Altar to burn his In- 
cenſe within the Holy Place; Exod. xxx. 4, 5, 6, 
7, 8, 9, 10. Levit. xvi. 18. 

1. It was called the golden Altar, becauſe *twas o- 
verlaid with pure Gold. This Altar was not for the 
Burnt Offering, as the brazen Altar was, not tor the 
Meat- Offering, nor the Drink-Offering, but to burn 
Incenſe thereon, wer. 7. which ſweet Incenſe was a 
Type of the Grace cf Prayer; P/al. cxli. 2. 

2. Incenſe, or that called Incenſe here, was not a 


Simple bur a Compound, made up of ſweet Spices, 


called Stadte, Onycha, and Galbanun ; theſe three may 
anſwer to theſe three Parts of Duty, to wit, Prayer, 
Supplication, and Interce/ſion, Exod. xxx. 34, 35, 36, 
37. Chap. xxxvii. 28. t Tim. ii. 1. | 

3. This Incenſe was to be burngd upon the Altar 
every Morning, upon that Altar which was cailed the 
Altar of Incenſe, which was before the Vale, to ſhew, 
that it is our Duty every Morning to make our Prayer 
to God by Jeſus Chriſt before the Vale; that is, be- 
fore the Door of Heaven, and there to ſeek, knock, 
and aſk for what we need, accorCing to the Word 3 
Luke xi. 5, 10, 11, 12 | 


] 2 4. This 
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4. This Incenſe was to be kindled every Morning, 
fo ſhew how he continued interceeding for us, and 
and alſo that all due Praiſe of Men to God, 1s by the 
Work, the renewed Work of the Holy Ghoſt upon 
our Hearts, Rom. viii. 26. 

3. Incenſe, as you ſee, was made of ſweet Spices, 
ſuch as were gummy, and fo apt for to burn with a 


Smoke, to ſhew, that not cold aad flat, but hot and 


fervent is the Prayer that flows from the Spirit of Faith 
and Grace; Zech. xii. 10. Fer. v. 16. 

6. The Smoke of this Incenſe was very ſweet and 
favoury, like pleaſant Perfume ; to ſhew how de- 
lightful and acceptable the very Sound and Noiſe of 
right Prayer is unto the Noltrils of the living God, 
becauſe it comes from a broken Heart; P/al. li. 17. 
Song ii. 14. 

7. This Incenſe was to be offered upon the golden 
Altar, to ſhew us that no Prayer is accepted, but ſuch 
as are directed to God in the Name of his holy and 
bleſſed Son, our Lord and Saviour; 1 Pet. ii. 5. Heb. 
X11: 15. 

8. They were commanded to burn Incenſe every 
Morning upon this Altar, te ſhew that God is never 
weary of the godly and pious Prayers of his People. 
1t alſo ſheweth, that we need every Day to apply to 
God for freſh Supplies of Grace, io carry us through 
this evil World. | | 

9. This Altar, though it ſtood without the Vale, 
to teach ns to live by Faith, and to make uſe of the 
Name of Chriſt, as we find it recoided in the firſt 
Temple; yet was placed fo nigh unto the Holieſt, 
that the Smell of the Smoke might go in thither, to 
ſhew that it is not Diſtance of Place that can keep the 


Voice of true Prayer from our God, the God of Hea- 
ven; but that he will be taken with what we aſk for 


according to his Word. | 
It ſtood, I ſay, nigh the Vale, nigh the Holieſt, and 
he that burnt Incenſe there did make his approach to

fave us. O! what ſpeaking Thing are Types, Sha- 
dows, and Parables, had we but Eyes to ſee, had we 
but Ears to hear! 


He that did approach the Altar with Incenſe of old 


aright, (and then he did ſo, when he approached it 
by Aaron his High-Prieſt) pleaſed God; how much 
more ſhall we have both Perſon and Prayers accepted, 


and a Grant of what we need, if indeed we come as 


we ſhould to God, by Jeſus Chriſt, 

ut take heed you approach not to a wrong Altar, 
take heed alſo that you come not with ſtrange Fire, 
for they are dangerous, Things, and cauſe the Wor- 
ſhippers to miſs of what they would enjoy. But more

X LV III. Of ihe golden Cenſers belonging to the

KS HERE were alſo golden Cenſers belong- 
i -op ing to the Temple; and they were either 
A ſuch as belonged to the Sons of Levi in 
ans general, or that were ſor Aaron and his 

Sons in ipecial ; as Numb. yi. 16, 17, 18. | 
The Cenſers that were uſed by the Lewites were 
a Type of ours; but the Cenſer of Haren was a Type 

of Chriſt's. . 5 „ 
The Cenſers, as was hinted beſore, were for this 
Uſe in the Temple, namely, to hold the holy Fire in, 
I 3 on 
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on which Incenſe was to be burned before the Lord 
Levit. x. 1. 

Theſe Cenſers then were Ty pes of Hearts. Aaron's 
golden one was a Type of Chriſt's golden Heart, and 
the Cenſers of the Lewifts were TyEs of other Wor- 
ſhippers Hearts. 

The Fire alſo which was put therein was a Type of 
that Spirit by which we pray, and the Incenſe that 
burnt thereon a Hype ot our Defires. 

Of Chrill's Cenſer we read, Rev. viii. which is al- 
ways filled with much Incenſe, that is, with continual 
Interceſſions, which he offereth to God for us, and 
from whence alſo there always goes a Cloud of ſweet 
Savour, covering the Mercy-oeat, Lewit. xvi. 13. 
Heb. vii. 25. New. viii. 3, 4. 

But to ſpeak of the Cenſers, and Fire, and Incenſe 
of the Worſhippers ; for altho' they were all put un- 
der one Rule, that is, to be according to Law, yet 
oftentimes, as were the Woghippers, ſuch were the 
Cenſers, Fire, and Incenſe. 

1. Hence the two hundred and fifty Cunſers with 
which Corah and his Compabpy offered, are called the 


Cenſers of Sinners: for they came with wicked Hearts 


then to burn Incenſe before the Lord; Numb. xvi. 
17, 37 

70 Again, as the Cenſers of theſe Men were called 
the Cenſers of Sinners, ſhewing they came at that time 
to God with naughty Heagts, ſo the Fire that was in

$. This ſtrange Fire was a Type of bat ſtrange 


Spirit, oppoſed to the Spist of God, in and by which, 


notwithſtanding, ſome adventure to perform Worſhip 
to God. 

4. Again, as theſe Cenſers are called the Cen/ers of 
Sinners, and this Fire called frange Fire; ſo the In- 
cenſe of ſuch is called alſo range, and is ſaid to be an 

Abomination 
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Abomination unto God; Exod. xxx..9. 1/aiah i 13, 
Ch, Ixvi. 3. 

Thus you ſee that both the Cenſers, Fire, and In- 
ecnſe of ſome are rejected, even as the Heart, Spirit, 
and Prayer of Sinners are an Abomination unto God ; 
Hof. vii. 14. Chap. iv. 12. Chap. v. 4. Prov.

But there were, beſides theſe, true Cenſers, holy 
Fire, and ſweet Incenſe among the Worſhippers in the 
'iemple, and their Service was accepted by Aaron 
their High-Prieſt ; for that was through the Faith of 
Chriſt, and theſe. were Types of our true GoſpeL 
worſhippers, wko come with holy Hearts, the holy 
Spirit, and holy Defirey before their God by their Re- 
deemer. Theſe are a Perfume in his Noſe, The 
Prayer of the Upright is his Delight. David's Pray- 
ers went up like Incenſe, and the lifting up of his Hands 
as the Evening Sacrifice ; Prov. xv. 8. Plal cxli. 2. 

Let them then that pretend to worſhip before God 
in his holy Temple, look to jt, that both their Cen- 
ſers, Fire, and Incenſe ; Heart, Spirit, and Deſires, 
be ſuch as the Word requires; leſt, inſlead of receiy- 
ing gracious Returns from the God of Heaven, their 
Cenlers be laid up againſt them, leſt the Fire of God 
devours them, and their Incenſe become an Abomi- 
nation to him, as it happened to thoſe made mention 
of before. 

But 'tis ſaid the Cenſers of Corah and his Compa- 
nions were hallowed. 

Anſwer. So is God's Werſhip, which is ſo his by 
his Ordination ; yet even that very Worſhip may be 
ſpoiled by Man's Tranſgreſſion. Prayer is God's Or- 

inance, but all Prayer is not accepted of God. We 
muſt then diſtinguiſh between the Thiag commanded, 
and our uſing of that Thing. The Temple was God's 
Houſe, but was abuſed by the Irreverence e*thoſe 
that worſhipped there, even to the demoliſhing of it. 

A golden Cenſer is a gracious Heart, heavenly F ire

ners of that Court called the Prieſt's, to boil them in; 
1 Sam. ii. 12, I 4. Exzekb. xlvi. 19. 20. 

3. Now in that he ſaith here were Spoons, what 
is it, but that there were alſo Babes in the Temple of 
the Lord. There was Broth for Babes, as well as 
Meat for Men, and likewiſe Spoons for to eat the 
Broth withal. 

4. True, the Goſpel being more excellent than the 

Law, doth change the Term, and inſtead of Broth, 
ſaith, there is Milk for Babes. But in that he faith, 
Milk, he inſinuates, that there are Spoons for Chil- 
dren in the Church. Ns | | 

3. I could not, ſaith Paul to them at Corinth, ſpeak 
to you as unto ſpiritual, but as unto carnal, even as 
unto Babes in Chrift. I have fed you with Milk, aud 
not with Meat, for hitherto ye were not able to bear it, 
neither yet now are ye able; I Cor. iii. I, 2. 

| | 6. See, 
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6. See, here were need of Spoons, Milk is Spoon- 
meat ; for here were thoſe which could not feed them- 
ſelves with Milk, let them then that are Men eat the 
ſtrong Meat; For ewery one that uſeth Milt is unſeil- 
ful in the Word of Righteouſneſs, for he is a Babe. 
For flrong Meats belongeth to them that are of full Age, 
«who by reaſon of Uſe have their Senſes exerciſed to diſ- 
cern both Good and Ei; Heb. vi. 13, 14. 

7. Spoons, you know, are to feed us with weak 
and thin Food, even with that which beſt ſuiteth with 
weak Stomachs, or with a babiſh Temper, Hence, 
as the ſtrong Man is oppoſite to the weak, ſo is Milk 
oppoſite to the ſtrong Meat. 

8. So then, tho' the Babe in Chriſt is weaker than 
the Man in Chriſt, yet he is not by Chriſt left unpro- 
vided for : For here 1s Milk for Babes, and Spoons to 
eat it with. All this is taught us by the Spoons ; for 
what need is there of Spoons, where there is nothing 
to eat bat ſtrong Meat. | | 

9. Babes, you know, have not only babiſh Sto- 
machs, but alſo babiſh Tricks, and mutt be dealt withal 
as Babes; their childiſh Talk, and frompering Car- 
riages muſt be born withal. 

10. Sometimes they cry for nothing, yea, and count 
them for their Foes which rebuke their childiſh Toys 
and Ways ; all which the Church muſt bear, becauſe 
they are God's Babes, yea, they muſt feed them too : 
For if he has found them Milk and Spoons, tis that 
they may be fed therewith, and live. Yea, grown 
Miniſter's are God's Nurſes, wherefore they muſt have 
Lap to lay them in, and Knees to dandle them up- 
on, and Spoons to feed them with. 

11. Nor are the Babes but of uſe in the Church of 
God ; for he commands that they be brought to cry 
with the. Congregation before the Lord, fo; Mercy for 
the Land; Joel ii. 16. 6 : 

T2. Incenſe, I told you, was a Type of Prayers, 
and the Spoons, in the Time of Mo/zs, were prefen- 
ted at the Temple full of it. Perhaps to ſkew that 
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God will, with the Milk which he has provided for 
them, give it to them as a Return of their crying to 
him, even as the Nurſe gives the Child the Teat and 
Milk. 

13. You know the Milk is called for, wheh the 
Child is crying, as we ſay, to ſtop its Mouth with it. 
O Babes, did you but cry ſoundly, God would give 
you yet more Mil. 

14. But what were thoſe golden Spoons a Type of ? 

1 anſwer, It the Milk is the Juice and Conſolations 
of the Word, they the Spoons muſt be thoſe %% Sen- 
fences and ps Conclufions, with which the Mini- 
ſters ſeed tu eir Souls by it. J hawe fed, ſaid Paul, 
with the Mi. 4% the Word ; ſaith Peter Even as you 
hade been able to bear it. Compare theſe two or 
three Texts ; I Pet. ii. 1, 2, 3. 1 Cor, iii. 2. « 7%. 
1. 7. 

15. And this is the Way to firengthen the weak 
Hands and to confirm the feeble Knees. This is the 
Way to make them grow to be Men, who new are 
but as Infants of Days. Thus a little one may be- 
come a thouſand, and a ſmall one a firong Nation. 
Yea, thus, in time, you may make a little Child to 
joſtle it with a Leopard; yea, to take a Lion by the 
Beard ; yea, thus you may emboiden him to put his 
Hand to the Hole of the 4/p, and to play betore the 
Den of the Cockatrice, Iſa xi 6, 7, 8. Ch. Ix. 22. 

Who is moſt flout, was once a Babe; he that can 


now eat Meat, was ſometimes glad of Milk, and to 


be fed with the Spoon. Babes in Chriſt therefore muſt 
not be deſpited, nor overlook'd. God has provided 
them Milk, and Spoons to eat it with, that they _ 
grow to be Men before him.

gras there were Spoons, ſo there were Bowls 
T K and Baſons belonging to the Temple. 

tk Some of theſe were of Gold, and ſome 
$8 of Silver; and when they were pat to- 
gether, their Number was four hundred and forty, 
Theſe you read of, Ezra i. 10. 

The Bowls or Baſons were not to waſh in, as were 
the Sea and Lavers of the Temple, they were rather 
to hold the Meſſes in, which the Prieſts at their holy 
Feaſts, did uſe to ſet before the People. This being 
ſo, they were Types of that Proportion of Faith, by 
which, or by the Meaſure of which, every Man re- 
ceived of the holy Food, for the Nouriſhment of his 
Soul, For as a Man had a thouſand Meſſes ſet beiore 
him, he eating for his Health, cannot go beyond 
what his S:omach will bear; ſo neither can the Child 
of God, when he comes to worſhip. in the Temple 
of God, receive of the good Things that are there, 
beyond the Proportion of his Faith ; or, as it is in an- 
other Place, according to the Ability which God 
giveth; Rom. xii. 6. 1 Pet. iv. 11. | 
And hence it is, at the ſelf-ſame Ordinance ſome 
receive three times as much as others do: for that 
their Bowl, I mean their Faith, is able to receive it. 
Yea, Benjamin's Meſs was five times as big as was the 
Meſs of any of his Brethren ; and fo it is with ſome 
Saints, while they eat with their Brother Jeb in 
the Houſe of the living Gd. 

There are three go to the ſame Ordinance, and are 
all of them Believers, who when they come and com- 
pare Notes, do find their Receivings are not of the 
lame Quantity. 
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One ſavs, I got but little; t'other ſays, twas a pret. 
ty good Ordinance to me; the third ſays, I was ex. 
ceeding well there. Why, to be ſure, he that had but 
little there, bad there but little Faith, but great Faith 
in him would have received more. He had it then 
according to the Largeneſs of his Bor. even accord. 
ing to his Faith, even as God hath dealt to every Man 
the Meaſure rf Faith, Rom. xxil. 3. 

Mark, Faith is a certain Meaſure, and that not on- 
ly as to its Degree, for that it can receive, retain, or 
hold what is put into it. | 

So then it is no Matter how much Milk, or holy 
Broth there is, but how big is thy Bowl, thy Faith, 
Little Bowls hold but little, nor canſt thou rece ve, 
but as thy Faith will bear: (I ſpeak now of God's or- 
dinary dealing with his People.) For ſo he ſaich in 
his Word; According to thy Faith be it unto thet ; 
Mat. ix. 29. 

If a Man goeth to the Ocean Sca for Water, let 
him carry but an Eggſhell with him, and with that 
he ſhall not bring a Gallon home. I know indeed 
that cur little Pots have a Promile of being made like 
the Bowls of the Altar; but ſtill our Meſs mult be ac- 
cording to our Meaſure, be that imall, or be it great, 
The ſame Prophet faith again, the Saints ſhall be f11'd 
like Bowls, as the Corners of the Altar? which tho' 
it ſuppoſes an Enlargement, yet it mult be confined 
to that Meaſure of Faith which is provided for its 
Reception; Zech. ix. 15 chap. xiv. 1. And ſuppoſe 
theſe Bowls ſhould fignify the Promiſes, tho' the 
Saints, not the Promiſes, are compared to them; be- 
cauſe they, not Promiſes, are the Subjects of Faith, 
Yet it is the Promiſe by our Meature of Faith in that, 
that is nouriſhing to our Souls. 

When Abaſuerus made a Feaſt to his Subjects, they 
drank their Wine in Bowls. They did not drink it by 
the Largeneſs of the Veſſel whence they drew it, but 
according to their Health, and as their Stomachs 
would fo receive it, E. i. 
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Thy Faith then is one of the Bowls or Baſons of 
the Temple, by, or according to which, thou re- 
ceiveſt thy Meſs, when thou fitteſt feaiting at the Ta- 
ble of God. 

And obſerve, all the Bowls were not made of Gold, 
as all Faith is not of a ſaving ſort. Tis the golden 
Faith that is right, the Silver Bowls were of an in- 
feriour ſort ; Rev. ili. 18, 

Some, I ſay, have golden Faith ; all Faith is not fo, 
Wherefore look to it, Soul, that thy Bowl, thy Faith, 
be golden Faith, or of the beſt Kid. Look, I ſay, 
after a good Faith, and great, for a great Faith :c- 
ceives a great Meſs. | 

Of old, Beggars did uſe to carry their Bowls in 
their Laps, when they went to a Door for an Alms : 
Conſequently, if their Bowls were but little, they 
oft times came off by the Loſs, tho' the Charity of 
the Giver was large. Yea, the greater the Charity, 
the larger the Loſs, becauſe the Beggars Bowl was 
too little. Mark it well, it is oft-times thus in the 
Matters of our God. | 

Art thou, Beggar, a Beggar at God's Door, be {ure 
thou getteſt a great Bowl; for as thy Bowl is, fo 
will be thy Mels. According to thy Faith, ſaith he, 
be it unto thee, Mat. ix. 29.

Theſe were of great uſe among the Jews, eſpecial- 

ly on their Feaſting-day, on their Sabbaths, New- 

Moons, 
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Moons, and the like; Lev. xxiii. 13. Numb. xxviii 7, 
1 Chron. xvi. 3. Ja, xxv 6 Ch, Ixii. 8, g. 

For Inſtance, The Day that David danced before 
the Ark, he dealt among all the People, even to the 
whole Multitude of 1frael, as well to the Woman at 
to Men to every Man a Cake of Bread, à good Piece 
of Fleſh, and a Flaggon of Wine, 2 Sam. vi. 19. 
1 Chron xvi. 3. | : 

In this Mountain, that is, in the Temple typically, 
ſaith the Prophet, Hall the Lord of Hoſts make unto 
all People a Feaſt of fat Things, a Feaſt of Wine on the 
Lees, of ſat Things full of Marrew, of Wine on the Lee: 
ewell refined ; 112. xxv. 6. 

Theſe are Feaſting-times : The Times in which 
our Lord uſed to have his Spouſe into his Wine Ceilar, 
and in which he uſed to diſplay with Delight his Pan- 
ner over her Head in Love; Song 11.5. 

The Church of Chrift, alas, if of her felf a very 
ſickly pany Thing, a Woman a weaker Veſſel, but 
how much more muſt ſhe needs be ſo weak, when 
the Cuſtom of Women is upon her, or when ſhe is 
fick of Love. Then ſhe indeed has need of a dravght, 
tor ſhe now ſinks, and will not elſe be ſupported ; Sa 
me with Flaggens, ſaith ſhe, and comfort me with At. 
ples, for I am fick of Lowe, Song ii 4, 5. | 
' Theſe Flaggons therefore were Types of thoſe 
Feaſtings, and of thoſe large Draughts of Divine 
Love, that the Lord Jeſus draweth for, and giveth 
to his Spouſe in thoſe Days that he feaſteth with 
them. For then he faith, Drink, yea drink abundant- 
ty, O Beloved. This he does to chear her up under 
her Hours of Sadneſs and Dejection: For now new 
Corn makes the young Men chearful, and new Wine 
the Maids , Prov. xxx1, 6, 7. Pſal. cxvi 13. Jer. xvi. 
7. Song. v. I. Zech. ix. 17. 

As there were Flaggons, ſo there were Cups, anc 
they are called Cups of Conſolation, and Cups ot 
Salvation, becauſe, as I faid, they were they by which 
God at his Fcattivgs with his People, or when be 

fappeth 
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ſuppeth with them, giveth out the more large 
Dravghts of his Love unto his Saints, to revive the 
| Spirits of the humble, and to revive the Hearts nba 
contrite ones. At theſe Times God made David 
Cup run over. For we are now admitted, if our 
Faith will bear it, to drink freely into his Grace, and 
to be merry with him; P/al. xxiii. 5. Luke xv. 22, 
23, 24. Song. v. 1. chap. vii. 11, 12. John xiv 
23. Rev. iii. 20. 

This is that to which the Apoſile aludeth, when he 
faith, Be not drunk with Wine, awhtrein is exceſs, but 
be ye fillea with the Spirit; ſpeaking to yourſelves Fall 
Pſalms, and Hymns, and ſpiritual Songs, {inging ana 
making Melody in your Hearts unto the Lord. 

For the Cups, as to their Uie in the genera!, un- 
derſtand them, as the Powls made mention of before. 
For Aſſurances are the Blooms and Flowers of our 
Faith, not always on it, though uſually on Featting- 
Days, *tis ſo. So the Degree of the one is ſtill ac- 
cording to the Meaſure of the other; Epbeſ. v. 18, 
James v. Rom. xv. 13.

thirty The thirty were made of Gold, the reſt were

Theſe Chargers were not for Uſes common or 
profane, but, as I take it, they were thoſe in which 
the Paſſover, and other Meat Offerings were dreſt up. 
when the people came to eat before God in his holy 
Temple. 

Ihe Meat, you know, I told you, was oppoſite 
to Milk, and ſo are theſe Chargers to the Bowls, and 
Cups and Flaggons of the Temple. WD 

* 
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The Meat was of two forts, roaſt, or boild. Of 
that which was roaſt, was the Paſſover, and of that 
which was boil'd was the Treſpaſs Offerings. Where- 
fore concerning the Paſſover, he ſaith, Kat not of it 
raab, nor ſodden at all in Water, but roaft awith Fire, 
his Head, with his Legs, and with the Purtenance 
thereaf ; Exod xii. . 

This roaſt meat, was a Type of the Body of Chriſt, 
as ſuffering for our Sins, the which when it was roaſt, 
was, and is, as dreſt up in Chargers, ſet before the 
Congregations of the Saints. 

But what were the Chargers a Type of 1 

I alſo a&, in what Charger our Goſpel.Paſſover is 
now dreſt up, and fet before the People. Is it not in 
the Evangelifts, the Prophets and Epiſiles of the Apoſt- 
les; They therefore are the Chargers, and the Ordi- 
nance of the Supper ; in theſe alſo is the Treſpaſs Of- 
ferings, with what is fryed in Pans, myſtically pre- 
pared for the Children of the Higheſt. 

And why might they not be a Type of Goſpel Ser- 
mons p 7 

I anſwer, I think not fo fitly, for alas, the beſt of 
Sermons in the World, are but as thin flices cut out 
of thoſe large Diſhes. Our Miniſters are the Carvers, 
good Doctrine is the Meat, and the Chargers in 
which this Meat is found, are the holy Canonical 
Scriptures, &c. Though, as I ſaid, moſt properly, the 
New Teſtament of our Lord and Saviour Jeſus 
Chriſt. ä 

In theſe is Chriſt moſt truly, lively, and amphy ſet 
before us as crucihed, or roaſt at the Fire of God's 
Law for our Sins, that-we might live by him through 
Faith, feeding upon him; 2 Cor. iii. 12. Gal. iii. 12. 
Acts iii. 18, 19, 20, 21. chap. xiii. 4. chap. xxvi. 22. 


I Pet. i. 10. Ads vii. 42. chap. xv. 15. chap. xxviii. 


23. Rom. xvi 20. Rev. Xx. 7. 

There 1s in theſe Chargers, not only Meat, but 
Sauce (if you like it) to eat the Meat withal. For 
the Paſlover there is bitter Herbs, or ſound Repent- 
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ance : and for other, as the Thank-Offerings, there is 
holy Chearfulneſs and Prayers to God for Grace. All 
theſe are ſet forth before us in the holy Scriptures, 
and preſented to us thereby, as in the golden Chargers 
of the Temple. He that will ſcoſf at this, Jet him 
ſcoff. The Chargers were a Type of ſomething, and 
he that can ſhew a fitter Antitype than is here pro- 
poſed to Conſideration, let him do it, and l'll be 
thankful to him for it. 

Chriſtians, here is your Meat before you: and this 
know, the deeper you dip it in the Sawce, the better 
it will reliſh. But let not Unbelief teach you ſuch 
Manners, as to make you leave the beſt bits behind you. 
For your Liberty is to eat freely of the beſt, of the 
fat, and of the ſweet. |

We. bat whither do they go, that are thus gone 
Gui of the Temple or Charci of God? 

I aniwer, Not to tha Dunghill with Athalia, nor 
to the Peſt:honſe with Uzziah, but to the Devil, 
thac's the het Step, and ſo to Hell, without Repent- 
ance But if their Sin be not unpardonable, they 
may, by Repentance, be recovered, and in Mercy tread 
theſe Courts agzin Now the way to this Recovery, 
is to think ſcriouſty what they have done, or by what 
way they went out from the Rouſe of God. Hence 
the Prophet is bid to ſew to the rebellious Houſe, firk 
the Goings-out of the Houſe, and then the Comings- 
in, But, I fay firſt, he bids ſnew them the Goings- 
out thereof, Fg. xliii. 10, 11. 
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And this of abſolute Neceſſity, for the recover- 
ing of the Sinner. For until he that has ſinned him- 
{elf out of God's Houſe, ſhall ſee what Danger he has 
incurred tö himſelf, by this his wicked going out, he 
will not unfeigaedly defire to come in thither again. 
There is another thing as to this Point to be taken 
notice of. There is a Way by which God allo doth 
depart from his Houſe, and that alio 1s by Sin, as the 
Occaſion. The Sin of a Man wiil thruit him out, 
and the Sin of Men will drive God out of his own 
Houſe. Of this you read, Z=ek. xi. 22, 23. For 
this, he ſaith, I have for /aten mine Houje, I have 
left mine heritage, I have given the Dearly beloved e 
my Soul into the Hand of her Enemies, Jer. xii. 7. 
And this alſo is dreadfiil. The great Sentence of 
Chriſt upon the Jews lay much in theſe Words, Your 
Houje is left unto you deſolate ; that 1s, God has left 
you to bare Walls, and to lifcleſs Traditions. | 
Conſider therefore of this going out alſo. Alas, a 
Church, a true Church, is but a poor thing, if God 
leaves, if God forſakes it. By a true Church, I mean 
one that is congregated, according to outward Rule, 
that has ſinned God away, as ſhe had almoſt quite 
done that was of Laodicta, Rev. iii. | o 
He that Sins himſelf out, can find no Good in the 
World, and they that have finned God out, can find 
no Good in the Church. A Church that has ſinned 
God away from it, is a ſad Lamp indeed. You there- 
tore that are in God's Church, take heed of finning 
yourſelves out thence ; alſo take heed that while you 
keep in, you fin not God away, for thenceforth no

Song of Bees, of Deborah, and of thole that danced 
b-fore David, with ochers that you read of, they were 
all performed, either by Zeros by nature, or by ſuch 
as were proſelyted to their Religion; Exed. xv. I. 
Jadg. v. 1, 2. 1 Sam xviii. 6. And ſuch worthip then 
was occaſioned by God's appeararce fer them, againit 
the power of the Gentiles, their Ezemies. 

But we are confined to the Songs of the Temple, a 
more diſtiuct I'ype of ours in the Church under th:

them in the Days of David, were David hiqſelf, 
Hſath, Jiduthan, and Hexan, and their Sons.

2. Theſe Songs were ſung with Harps, P/alteries, 
Cymbals and Trumpets; a Type ot our ſinging with 
/pirituai Foy, from Grace in cur Hearts; 1 Chion. xxv. 
6. 2 Chron. xxix. 26, 27. 29 Col iii. 1. 

3. Ihe Singers of old were to be c/oathed in fine 
Linnen, which fine Linnen was a Type of Innoceucy, 
and an upright Conver/ation Herce the Singers un- 
der the New Teſtament, are ſaid to be Virgins, ſuch 
in whole Mouth was no Grizz, and that were without 
fault before the Throne of Cd: 1 Chron. xv. 27. and 
Rev. xiv. 1, 2, 3. 4, 5. See alſo chap. vii. 9, 10, 11, 
12,13, 14, 15. Pſal xxxiii 1. 

4. The Songs ſung in the Temple were new, or 
ſuch as were compiled aſter the manner of repeated 
Mercies, that the Chorch of God had received or 
were to receive, and an{werable to this is the Church to 
ling now, new Songs with mew Hearts for new Mer- 1 
cies; Fal. xxxiii.

New Songs, I ſay, are grounded on xte matter, |

They were builded upon one and the {ame Founda-

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tion, neither could one go into the Holieſt, but as 
thorough the holy Place, 1 Kings iii. 1. chap. vi. 1. 
2 Chron. v. 1, 13. Chap vil. 2. 

The firſt Houle, namely, that which we have been 
{peaking of, was a Type of the Church-militant, and 
the Place moſt holy a Type of the Church-triumphant. 
I ſay, of the Chorch triumphant, as it is now. 

So then, the Houſe ſtanding of theſe two Parte, 
was a Shadow of the Church both in Heaven and 
Earth. And for that they are joined together by one 
and the ſame Foundation, it was to ſhew, that they 
above, and we below, are yet one and the lelf-ſame 
Houſe of God. Hence they and we together, are 
called, The whole Family in Heawen and Eartt, 
Epheſ. iii. 14, 15. 

And hence it is ſaid again, that we who believe, on 
Earth, are come to Mount Sion, to the City of the 
living God, the Heavenly Jeruſalem 3 and to an invi- 
fible Company of Angels. Ts the general Aſſembly, and 
Church of the firft-born, which are written in Heaven, 
and to the Spirits of juſt Men made perfect, and to 
God the Judge of all, and to Jeſus the Mediator of 
the new Covenant, and to the Blood of ſprinkling, that 

ſpeadeth better Things than that of Abel, eb. xii. 22, 
23, 24. | 

The Difference then betwixt us, and them, is, not 
that we arc rcally two, but one Body in Chrift in divers 
Places. True, we are below Stairs, and they above; 
they in their Holy-day, and we in our Working-day 
Cloaths; they in Ha: bour but we in tie Storm; they 
at Reit, and we in the Wilderneſs: They finging, as 
crowned with Joy; we crying, as crowned with 
Thorns.

Wherefo:s, they are deceived, that think to go 
into the Holieſt which is Heaven, when they die;

Nay Sirs, the way into the Holjeſl, is thorough the 
Holy Place; they way into Heaven, is thorouph the 
Church on Earth; for that Chriſt is there by his 
Word to be received by Faith, before he can by u- 
in Perſon be received in the Beatical Viſion.

io, when we die, they ſtand rcady, even at the Vail, 
at the Door of theſe Heavens, to come when bid, to 
fetch us, and carry us away into Abrahom's Poſom 
Luke xvi.

2. lheſe Doors were a Type of the Gate of Hea- 
ven, even of that which Jets into the Eternal Man- 
ſion- houſe that is beyond that Vail, I told you be- 
fore, that the Vail was a Type of the viſible Heavens, 
which God has ſpread out as a Curtain, and through 
which Chriſt went, when he aſcended to the right 
Hand of the Father. | 

3 Now beyond this Vail, as I faid, I find a Deor, 
a Gate cpening with two Leaves, as s ore we found 
at the Dcor ot the outward Vemple. Theſe are they 
which the Pfalmiſt calls to, when he ſaith, It ap 
your Heads, O ye Gates, even lit 15cm wþ ve Ewer- 
laſtizry Diars, and the King »f Glory /vull come in, 
Flal. xxiv.

4. The Doors of the Temple were made of Firr,

5. Cherubims were allo carved uon theſ Denrs, 
to ſhew us, that as the Angels met us at the Lemple- 
door, 
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door, and as they wait upon us in the Temple, and 
ſtand alſo ready at the Vail, ſo even at the Gate of 
the Manfion-Honfe, they will be alſo ready to give us 
a Welcome thither, and to attend us into the Pre- 
ſence- Chamber. 

6. Palm- Trees alſo, as they were carved upon the 
Temple-doors, fo we alſo find them here before the 
Oracle, upon the Doors that let in thither : To ſhew, 
that as Chriſt gave us the Victory at our firſt entring 
into Faith, ſo he will finiſh that Victory, by giving 
of us Eternal Salvation.

And therefore it is again, that Chrift, under the 


Similitude of a Wai, is accounted by Saints indeed, 
their great l'ledge or Hope as he is in Heaven, of 
their certain coming thither: Hence they {aid of old, 
God has given us a Nail in his holy Place: A Nail, 
ſays the Line; a Pia, a conſtant and fare Abode, ſays 
the Margin, Ezra. xi. 8. Now this Nail in his holy 


Place, as was ſhewed before, is Chriſt ; Chriſt, as 


poſſeſt of Heaven, and as abiding and ever living 
therein for us. | 

Hence he is called, as there, our Head, our Life, 
and our Salvation ; and allo we are (aid there to be 
ſet down together ia him, Eph. i. uit, Col. iii.

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2 Some of theſe Nails were Types of the holy 
Words of God, which for ever are ſettled in Heaven. 
Types, I ſay, of their Yea, and Amen, Hence o- 
lomon in another place compares the Words of the 
wiſe God; To Goads and Nails, faſtned by the Maſters 
of the Aſſemblies, which are given from one Shepherd ; 
Eccleſ xii. 11. 


They are called Goads, becauſe, as ſuch prick the 
Oxen on in their drawing, ſo God's Words prick 


Chriſtians on in their Holy Duties. They are called 
Nails, to ſhew, that as Nails, when faſtned well in 
a ſure place, are not eaſily removed: So God's Words 
by his will, ſtand firm for ever. The Maſters of the 
Aſſemblies are firſtly, the Apoſtles : The one Shep- 
herd is Jeſus Chriſt. Hence the Goſpel of Chriſt is 
{aid to be everlaſting, to abide for ever, and to be 
more ſteadfaſt than Heaven and Earth, J/a. xl. 6, 7, 8. 
1 Pet. xxiv. 25. Heb. xviil. 20. Rev. xiv. 6. Matt. 
XXIV. 35. | 

The Lord Jeſus then, and his Holy Words, are the 
Golden Nails of the Temple ; and the fixing of theſe 
Nails in the Temple was to ſhew, that Chriſt is he 
ſame to-day, yeſterday, and for ever: And that his 
Words abide, and remain the ſame for ever and ever, 
He then that hath Chriſt, has a Nail in the Holieſt, 
he that hath a Promiſe of Salvation, hath alſo a Nail 
in Heaven, a Golden Nail in Heaven.

I. E HE Floor of the Oracle was over-laid 

$ T & with Cedar, and ſo alſo was the Walls 

of this Houſe. He built twenty Cubits 

0 on the Sides of the Houſe, both the Floor 

and the Walls with Boards of Cedar. He even 

built for it within, for the Oracle, for the moft holy 
Place, 1 Kings xvi. 


2. In 
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2. In that he doth tell us with what it was cieled, 
and doth alſo thus repeat, ſaying, for the Oracle, for 
it within, even for the moſt holy place: it is becauſe 
he would have it noted, that this only is the place 
that thus was done. 

3 Twenty*Cubits, that was the length and breadth, 
and height of the Houſe: So that by his thus iaying, 
he teacheth, that tifus it was builded round about. 

The Cedar is, if I miſtake mw the big beſt of 
the Tran ; Ezek. xxxi. 3. 4, 53 0, 7. 8. 

Now in that it is ſaid the Houte, the Oracle, was 
cicled round about therewith. It may be to ſhew, 
that in Heaven, and no where elie, 1s the height of 
all Per fections. 

Perfection is in the Chu:ch on "Rar but not ſuch 
as 0 in Heaven. 

There is a natural Perfection, and ſo a Penny is 
as eee. Silver as is a Shilling. 

2. There is a comparative Perſection, and ſo one 
thing may be perfect and imperfect at the ſame time; 
as 2 half Crown is more than a Shilling, yet leſs than 
a Crown. 

3. There is alſo that which we call the utmoſt Per- 
fection, and that is It which cannot be added to, or 
taken itrom him: And ſo God only is perfect. 

Now beavenly Glory is that which goes beyond all 
Perfection on the Earth, as the Cedar goes be) ond all 
Trees for height. Hence God, when he ſpeaks of his 
own Excellency, ſets it forth by its height. The ig! 
God, the moſt high, and the high and lofty one : And 
the ig heft. Pal. xcvii. 9. Pſal. cxxxviii. 6. Gen. xiv. 
19, 20, 21. Dan. iii. 21. chap. v. 18. Pſal. xviii. 13.

Theſe Terms are alſo aſcribed to this Houſe, for 
that it was the place where utmoſt Perfection dwelt. 

i take therefore the Cedar in this place to be a 
Note cf Perfection; even the Cedar with which this 
Houle was cieled.

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For ſince it is the Wiſdom of God to ſpeak to us, 
oft-times by Trees, Gold, Silver, Stones, Beaſts, 
Fowls, . Fiſhes, Spiders, Ants, Frogs, Flies, Lice, 
Duſt, c. and here by Wood; how ſhould we by 
them underſtand his Voice, if we count there is no 
meaning in them ? 

And the Cedar of the Houſe within was carved 
evith Kneps and Flowers, ail was Cedar: There was 
no Stone ſeen, 1 Kings ix. 18. 

Knops and Flowers, were they with which the 
Golden Candleſtick was adorned, as you read, Exod. 
xxv. 33, 35. Chap. xxxvi. 16, 21. 

The Candleſtick was a Type of the Church, and 
the Knops and Flowers a Type of her Ornaments. 
But what! muſt Heaven be hanged round about with 
the Ornaments of Saints? With the Fruits of their 
Graces? Well, it is certa'n, that ſomething more 
than ordinary mult be done with them, ſince they are 
admitted to follow them into the holy place, Rev. xiv. 
13. And fince 'tis ſaid they ſhall have a far more ex- 
cceding and eternal Weight of Glory beſtowed on 
them in the Heavens, 2 Cor. iv. 16, 17. | 

Al was Cedar, there aua no Stone ſeen, Take 
Stone in the Type for that which was really fo, and 
in the Antitype, for that which is fo myffically, and 
then it may import to ue, that in Heaven, the Anti- 
type of this Holieſt, there ſhel never be any thing of 
hardneſs of heart in them that poſleſs it for ever: 
All Imperfection arifeth from the badneſs of the Heart, 
but there will be no bad Hearts in Glory; No ſhort- 
nels in Knowledge, no croſſneſs of Diſpoſition, no 
workings of Lufts or Corruptions will be there, no 
not throughout the whole Heavens, Here alas they 
are ſeen, and that in the belt ot Saints, becauſe here 
our Light is mixt with Darkneſs, but there will be no 
Night there, nor any Stone ſeen. 

And the Floor of the Houſe wwas ever-laid avith Gold. 
1 Kings vi. 30. This is like that of which we read 
L. 2 ol 
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of the new Feru/alem, that is to come from God out 

of Heaven, ſays the Text, The Street of the City 

aba pure Gold; and like that, of which you read in 

Exodus, They ſaw under the Feet of the God of Iſrael, 

as it were a paved Work of a Saphire Stone, and as it 

were the Body of Heaven in its Clearneſs, Rev. xxi. 21. 
_ Exod. xxiv. 10. 

All the Viſions were rich, but this the richeſt, that 
the Floor of the Houſe ſhould be coyered, or overlaid 
with Gold. The Floor and Street are walking Places, 
and how rich will our Steps be then ? Alas! Here we 
ſometimes ſtep inio the Mire, and then again ſtumble 
upon Blocks and Stones. Here we ſometimes fal] 
into Holes, and have our Heel oft catcht in a Snare; 
but there will be none of theſe; Gold, Gold, all will 
be Gold and golden Perfections, when we come into 
the holy Place. Job at beſt took but his Steps, in 
Butter, but we then ſhall take all our Steps in the 
Gold of the Sanctuary.

tz & N the Word I read of three Arks, to wit, 
x I $ Naeh's ark; that in which Moſes was hid; 

and the Ark of the Covenant of God; Gen. 
VS Fj. 14. Exod. ii. 3. 5. But it is the Ark of 
the Covenant of which I ſhall now ſpeak. 

The Ark evas made of Shittim Wood, two Cubits 
and an half was the Length thereof, and a Cubit and 
un half the Breadth thereof, and a Cubit and an half 
the Heighth thereof. It evas over-laid auith pure Gold 

within and without, and a Crown of Gold avas made 
ar it round about, Exod. xxv. 10, 11. 


1. This 
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1. This Ark was called the Ard of the Covenant, 
as the firſt that you read of was called Noahs, becauſe, 
as he in THAT was kept from being drowned ; ſo 
the Tab/es of the Covenant was kept in this, from 
breaking, 

2. I his Ark, in this, was a Type of Chriſt. For 
that in him only, and not in the Hand of Moeſes, theſe 
Tables were kept whole: Meſes brake them, the Ark 
keeps them. | 

3. Not only that wrote on two Tables of Stone, 
but that alſo called the Ceremonia/, was put into the 
Ark, to be kept. The two Tables were put into the 
midſt of the Ark, to anſwer to this, Thy Law is wwith- 
in my Heart to ds it. But the Ceremonial was put 
into the S1 D E of the Ark, to ſhew, that out of the 
Size of Chili muſt come that which muſt anſwer that. 
For out thence came Blood and Water ; Blood to an- 
{wer the Blood of the Ceremonies, and Water to an- 
ſwer the Purifyings and Rinſings of that 

The Ceremonies therefore were lodged in the Side 
of the Ark, to ſhew, that they ſhould be anſwered 
out of the Side of Jeſus Chrift, Exod. xxv. 16, 17. 
Deut. x. $ chap. xxxi 26. Pſal. xl. 8. John 19. 34. 
Heb. x. 7. | 

4 The Ark had the Name of God upon it ; yea, it 
was called the Strength of God, and his Glory, though 
made of Wood. And Chriſt is God both in Name and 
Nature; though made Fleſh ; yea more, made to be Sin 
for us, 2 Sam vi 2, 2 Chron. vi. 14. chap. xiii, 6. 
John 1 14 Rom. ix. 5. 2 Cor. v. 21. 

5. The Ark was carried upon Mens Shoulders this 
way and that, to ſhew how Chrift ſhould be carried 
and preached by his Apvſties and Miniſters, into all 
Parts oi the World, Exod xxv. 14. 1 Chron, xv. I5. 
Matt. xxvivi. 19, 20 Luke xxiv. 46, 47. 

6. The Ark had thoſe Teflimonies of God's Pre- 
ſence accompanying it, as had no other Ceremony 
of the Law ; and Chriſt had thoſe Signs and Tokens 
of his Preſence with him, as never had Man either

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in Law or Goſpel. This is ſo apparent, it needs no 
Proof. And now for a few Compariſons more.

12. When the Ark was removed far from the Peo- 
ple, the Godly went mourning after it; And when 
Chriſt is hid, or taken from us, then ave mourn in thoſe 
days, 2 Sam. vii.

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By all theſe things, and many more, that might be 
mentioned, it 1s moſt evident, that the Ark of the 
Tett!imony was a Type of Jeſus Chriſt ; and take no- 
tice a little of that which follows; namely, that the 
Ark at laſt arrived to the Place moſt holy, Heb. ix. 
3, 4 
: J hat is, after its Wanderings, for the Ark was made 
firſt to wander like a Non-inhabitant, from place to 
place, now kither and then thither; now in the Hands 
of Enemies, and then abuſed by Friends ; yea it was 
cauſed to rove from Place to Place, as that of which 
the World was weary. I need inſtance to you for 
Proof none other Place than the sth, 6th, and 7th 
Chapters of the firſt Book of Samuel: And anſwerable 
to this, was our dear Lord Jeſus poſted backwards and 
forwards, hither and thither, by the Force of the Rage 
of his Knemies. | | 

1. He was hunted into Eg yp? ſo ſoon as he was 
born, Matt. ii. | 

2. Then he was driven to live in Galilee, the ſpace 
of many Years. | 

3, Alſo when he ſhewed himſelf to Yael, they 
drove him ſometimes into the Wilderneſs, ſometimes 
into the Deſert, ſometimes into the Sea, and ſome- 
times into the Mountains, and ſtill in every of theſe 
Places he was either haunted or hunted by new Ene-

ceive and fend us Word, who believe in him, how

6. Into the moſt holy Place, By theſe Words is 
thewed, whither allo the Ark went, when it went to 
take up its reh. And in that this Ark was a Type of 
Chriſt in this, it is to ſhew or further manifeſt, that 
what Chrit doth now in Heaven, he doth it before 
his Father's Face. Yee, it intimates, that Chriſt even 
there makes his Appeals to God, concerning the 
Worth of what he did on Earth, fo God the Fudge of 
all; I fay, whether he ought not for his Sufferings 
ſake, to have granted to him his whole Deüre, as 
Prieft and Advocate for his People.

The Mercy Seat, as I have ſhewed of the Ark, 

was but low. Tao Cubits and an half was the length, 
and an half the breadth thereof. But the height there- 
of «ras without Meaſure. 
I. The length and breadth of the Mercy-Seat is 
the ſame with that of the Alk; perhaps to ſhew us, 
that the length and breadth of the Mercy of God to 
his EleR, is the ſame with the length and breadth of 
the Merits of Chriſt, Exod. xxv 10, 17. 

Therefore we are ſaid to be juttifi-d in him, bleſs'd 
in him, even according to the Purpoſe which God 
purpoſed in him. 

2. But in that the Mercy-Scat is without Meaſure, 
as to the Height, it is io ſhew, that, would God ex- 
tend it, it is able to reach even them that fall from 

Heaven, and to fave all that ever live on Earth, even 
all that are now in Hell, For there is not only breadth 
enough for them that ſhall be ſaved ; gut bread enough 
and to ſpare, Luke xv. 17 
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And thou ſhalt, ſays God, put the Mercy- Seat above 
wpon the Ark Thus he ſaid to Mo/es, and this was 
the Place which David aſhgned for it, Exod. xxv. 21. 
1 Chron. xxviii. 11. 

Now its being by God's Ordinarce placed thus, 
doth teach us many things | 
1. That Meicy's Foundation to us is Chriſt, The 
Mercy Seat was ſet upon the Ark of the Teſtimony, 
and there it reſled to u, ward. Juſtice would not, 
could not have ſuffered us to have had any Benefit by 
Mercy, had it not tound an Ark, a Chriſt to reſt upon, 
Deliver him, ſaith God, from going down into the Pit; 

I have found a Ranſom, Job xxxiii 24. 

2. In that it was placeu above, it doth ſhew alſo, 

that Chriſt was of Mercy's ordaining, a fruit of Mercy. 


Mercy is above, is the Ordainer; God is Love and 


ſent of Love his Son to be the Saviour and Propitia- 
tion for our Sins, John jii. 16. 1 John iv. 10. 

3. In that the Mercy-deat, and Ark, was thus join- 
ed together, it alſo ſhews, that without Chriſt, Mercy 


doth not act. Hence, when the Prieſt came o old to 


God for Mercy, he did uſe to come into the Holy place 
with Blood ; yea, and did uſe to ſprinkle it upon the 


| Mercy-Seat, and before it ſeven times. Take away 


the Ark, and the Mercy Seat will fall, or come greatly 
down at leaſt. So take away Chriſt, and the Flood- 
gate of Mercy is let down, and the Current of Mercy 
ſtopt. This is true, for ſo ſoon as Chriſt ſhall leave 
off to Mediate, will come the Eternal Judgment. 

4. Again, In that the Mercy-Seat was ſet above 


upon the Ark, it teacheth us to know, that Mercy can 


look down from Heaven, though the Laws ſtands by, 
and looks on; but then it mult be in Chriſt, as kept 
there and fulfilled by him for us. The Law out of 
Chriſt is terrible as a Lion, the Law in him is meek 
as a Lamb. The Rea ſon is, for that it finds in him 
enough to anſwer for all their Fauits, that come to 


God for Mercy by him, Chrift is the End of the 


Law 
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Law for Righteouſneſs, and if that be true, the Law 
for that can look no further, whoever comes to God. 
by him. The Law did uſe to ſentence terribly, un- 
til it was put into the Ark to be kept : But after it 
was ſaid, It is there to be hept, we read not of it 
as afore, 1 Kings viii. 9. 2 Chron. v 10. Rom. x. 4. 

5. Let them that come to God for Mercy, be ſure 
to come to him by the Ark Chriſt. For Grace, as 
it deſcends to us from above the Mercy-Seat, fo that 
Mercy-Seat doth reſt upon the Ark. Where ſore 
Sinner, come thou for Mercy that Way : For there, 
if thou meeteft with the Law, it can do thee no 
harm : Nor can Mercy, ſhouldſt thou elſewhere meet 
it, do thee good. 

Come therefore, and come boldly to the Throne 
of Grace, this Mercy-Seat thus born up by the Ak, 
and obtain Mercy, and find Grace to heip in Time of 
Need, Heb iv. ult. 

Wherefore the thus placing of Things in the Ho- 
lieſt, is admirable to b hold in the Word of God. 
For that indeed is the Glaſs, by aud through which 
we muſt behold this Glory of the Lord. Here we 
ſee the Reaſon of Things: Here we ſee how a juſt 
God can have to do, and that in a Way of Mercy, 
with one that has ſinned againſt him ; It is becauſe 
the Law has been kept by the Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 
For as you ſee the Mercy-Seat ſtands upon the Ark 
of the Covenant, and there God acts in a Way of 
Grice towards us, Exod. xxv. 17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 
22,

was built, there was a Spring oi Living 4475 r. Tie 
ſeems more than probable by Eget xlvii. i where he 
ſaith, He brought me to the Door of the Heale, and be- 
hold Waters iſſued cut from under the Thrihold of the 
Houſe Faftward, for the Fore front of the Horſe flo 
toward the Eaſt, and the Haters came down from un- 
der, from the right fide of the Houſe, at the South fide 
of the Altar. 

So again, Joe iii. 18. And à Fountain ſpall come 
forth of the Houſe of the Lord, and /hall avater the 
Valley of Shitiim. Nor was the Spring, where ever 
was the firſt Appearance of theſe holy Waters, but in 
the Canftuary, Which is the holisſt of all (Ee. xlvii. 
12) where the Mercy-Seat ſtcod; which in Revela- 
tion, is called, The 7 — of Ged, and of the Lambs, 
chap xx11. 1, 2 

This is alſo that which the Prophet Zechariah 
means, when he ſays, Livirg Waters hall go forth 
from Jerualem, half of them toxward the former Sed, 
and half of 9 75 foward the hinder Sea, &c. Zech. 
xiv. 8 [bey ate ſaid to go forth from Jeru/alem, 
becauſe they came 2 to the City from out of the 
Sanctuary which {ood in Feruſalem 

This is that Which in another Place is called a Ri. 
wer of Mater fie, becauſe it comes forth from the 
Throne, and becauſe it was at the Head of it, as I 
ſuppoſe, uſed in and about Temple- worſhip. 1 

wit 
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with this, I think, that the Molten Sea, and the Ten 
Lavers were filled, and in which the Prieſts waſhed 
their Hands and Feet when they went into the Tem- 
ple to do Service; and that alſo in which they waſhed - 
the Sacrifices before they offered them to God ; Yea, 
I preſume all the Waſhings and Rinfings about their 
Worſhip, was with this Water. 

This Water is {aid in Ezebie/ and Rewelations, to 
have the Tree of Life grow on the Banks of it, Erez. 
xlvii Rew. xxii. and was a Type of the Word and Spi- 
rit of God, by which both Chriſt himſelf ſanctified 
 Hiralelf, in order to his Worſhip, as Bigh-Prieft ; And 
alſo this Water is that which heals all thoſe that ſhall 
be ſaved ; and by which, they being ſanctified thereby 
alſo, do all their Works of Worſhip and Service ac- 
ceptably, through Jejus Chriſt our Lord. 

This Water therefore is ſaid to go forth into the 
Sea, the World, and to heal its Fiſh, the Sinners there- 
in; Yea, this is that Water of which Chriſt Jeſus our 
Lord faith, Whoſoever Hall drink thereof, ſhall live 
for ever, Ezek. xlvii. 8, 9, 10. Zech. xiv. 8, 
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LXV. Of the Chains which were in the 
Oracle or [nner \ EMPLE., 


* S there was Chains on the Pillars that 
SEES ſtood before the Porch of the Temple, and 
On; A i in the firſt Houſe; ſo like unto them, 
2 0% there were Chains in the Holieſt, here 

called the Oracle. 

Theſe Chains were not Chains in ſhew, or as carved 
on Wood, Cc. but Chains indeed, and that of Gold; 
and they were prepared to make a Partition before the 
Oracle evithin, 1 Kings vi. 21. 2 Chron. iii, 16. 
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I told you before, that the Holieſt was called the 
Oracle, not becauſe in a ſtrict ſenſe the avhole of it 
was ſo, but becanſe ſuch an anſwer to God was there 
as was not in th: cotward Temple; but I think chat 
the Ark and Mercy Seat, was indeed more eſpeciilly 
that called the O-ac/: ; for there guiil I meet with thee, 
ſaid God, and rom abowe that I vill commune with 
thee, Win 1 avid laid, I lift my Hands toward thy 
holy Oracle; he meant not ſo much toward the Ho- 
lieit Houſe, as toward the Mercy-Seat that was there- 
in. Or as he faith in the Margin, Toward the Oracle 
of thy Serfuary, Pal. xxviii. 2. 

1. When therefore he faith before the Oracle, he 
means, Thele Chains were put in the molt holy 
Place, before the Ark and Mercy-Seat, to give to 
Haren and his Sons to underſtand that an Additional 
Glory was there; For the Ark and Mercy Seat were 
preferred before that holy Houſe itſelf even as Chriſt 
and the Grace of God 1s preferred before the higheſt 
Heavens. The Lord is high above al! Nations, and 
his Guory is above the Heavens, Plal. cxiii 4. 

So then the Partition that was made in this Houſe 
by theje Chains, theſe Golden Chains, was not ſo much 
to divide the bol) from che Place mol? holy, as to ſhew 
that there is in the Holieſt Houſe, that which 1 is yet 
more worthy than it. 

The Holieſt was a Type of Heaven, but the Ark 
and Mercy-Seit were a ype of Chriſt, and of the 
Mercy of God to us by bim; and I trow, any Man 
wiil conclude, it is knows what he ſays, that the 
God and Chriſt of Heaven are more excellent than 
the Houle they dell in. Hence David ſaid again, 
Whom hawe i in Hes uen but thee ® For thou art more 
excellent than they, P/al. Ixxili. 25. 

For though that which is called Heaven, would ſerve 
ſome ; yea, though God himtelf was out on't,yet none 
but the God of Heaven wii] ſatisfy the truly gracious. 
Tis God that the Soul of this Man thirſteth 2 
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God that is his exceedivg Foy, Pſal. xlii. 2. Pfal. Ixiii. 
1. Pial cxliii. 6, Pal. xvii; ult. Pſal. xliii 4. 

Theſe Chains then, as they made thi: Partition the 
moſt holy Place, may teach us, that when we ſhall be 
glorified in Heaven, we ſhall yet, even then, and 
there, know that there will continue an infinite Diſ- 
proportior between God and us. The golden Chains 
that are there, will then diſtinguiſh the Creator from 
the Creature. 

For we, even we Which ſhall be ſaved, ſhall yet 
retain our own Nature, and ſtall fliil continue finite 
Beings ; yea, and ſhall there alſo ſee a Diſproportion 
between our Lord, our Head, and us; for though 
now we are, and alſo then ſhall ve like him, as to his 
Manhood; yea, and ſhall be like him alſo, as being 
glorified with his Glory ; yet he ſhall tranſcend and 
go beyond us, as to Degree and Splendor, as far as 
ever the higheſt King on Earth Cid ſhine above the 
meaneſt Subject that dwelt in his Kingdom. 

Chains have of old been made uſe of as notes of 
Diſtinction, to ſhew us who are bond-men, and who 
free. Yea, they ſhall at the Day of Judgment be a 
note of Diſtinction of bad and good; even as here 
they will dittinguifh the Heavens from God, and the 
Creature from the Creater, 2 Pet. ii. 4. Jude vi. 
Matt xxit. 13. | 

True, They are Chains of Sin and Wrath, but theſe 
Chains of Gold; yet theſe Chains, even theie alſo, 
will keep Creatures in their Place, that the Creator 
may have his Glory and receive thoſe Acknowledg- 
ments there from them, which is due unto his Ma-

When Aaron was thus prepared, then he offered 
his Offering for the People, and carried the Blood 
within the Vail, Levit. xvi.

Btz as it was the Privilege of the High Prieſt 
I , + to go into the Holieſt alone; ſo there was 
ſomething of Myſtery alſo; to which I 
Sat mall ſpeak a little: There hall, ſays God, 
be no Man in the Tabernacle of the Cong re- 
gation, when Aaron goeth in to make an Atonement in 
the Holy Place, anti! he comes out, and have made an 
Atonement for himſelf, and for his Houfhold, and for 
all the Congregation of Iſrael, Lev. xvi. 17, &c. 

The reaſon is, for that Chriſt is Mediator alone; 
He trod the Wine-Preſs alone; and of the People 
there was none with him, to help him there, J. Ixii. 
3. 1 Tim. iii. 5. 

{ the People there was none to help him to bear 
his Croſs, or in the Management of the firſt Part of 
his Prieſtly Ofice : Why then ſhould there be any to 
ſhare with him in his executing of the ſecond Part 
thereot ? Beſides, he that helps an Interceſſor, muſt 
himſelf be innocent, or in favour, upon ſome grounds, 
not depending on the Worth of the Interceſſion But 
as to the Interceſſion of Chriſt, who can come in to 
help, upon the Account of ſuch Innocency or Worth?

23, 24, 
NE 25, 26, 27, 28. | 
N i. Theſe are called by the Apoſtles, 
The Cherubims of Glory covering the Mercy-Seat, 
Heb. 1x. 5 
> Theſe Cherubims were Figures of the Angels of 


God, as in other Places we have proved. 


3. lis faid, theſe Cherubims were made of Image- 
work, and that in ſuch Manner, as that they could, 
as ſome think, move their Wings by Art: Where- 
fore 'tis ſaid, hey fretched forth their Wings , The 
Wings of the Cherubims ſpread themſelves ; and that 
the Cherubims jpread forth their Wings over the Place 
of the firk, and the flaves thereof above, 1 Kings vi. 
27: 2 Chron. ii. 13. chap. v. 8. 

4. I read alio of thele Cherubims, that they had 
Chariots and Wheels; by which is taught us, how 
ready and willing the Angels are to fetch us when 
commanded, unto the Par:diſe of God; for theſe 
Chariots were Types of the Boſoms of the Angels; 
and theſe Wheels of the quickneſs of their Motion 

to 
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to come for us when ſent, The Chariots of God are 
twenty thouſand, even thouſands of Angels ; the Lord 
is among them, as in Sinai, in the Holy Place, 1 Chron. 
xx. 28. Ezek. xvi. 9,15, 16, 18, 19, 28 1 Kirgs vi. 
17. Pſal. IXviii. 17. 2 Kings ii. 11. Dan. ix. 20. 

s. What Difference, if any there is between Che- 
rubims and Seraphims, into that I ſhall not now en- 
quire; though ] believe that there is a diverſe Order, 
and Degrees of Angels in the Heavens, as there are 
Degrees and diverſe Orders among Men in the World. 
But that theie Cherubims were Figures of the Holy 
Angels, their being thus placed in the holy Oracle, 
doth declare; for their Dwelling-place is Heaven, 
though they, for our Sakes, are converſant in the 
World; Heh. i. 

Tis ſaid, that theſe Cherubims, in this Holy 
Place, dia hand upon their Feet. To ſhew, 

1. That the Angels of Heaven are not fallen from 
their Station, as the other Angels are. 

2. To ihew allo that they are always ready at 
God's bidding, to run with Swiftneſs to do his Plea- 
ſure. | 

3. To ſhew alſo that they ſhall continue in their 
Station, being therein confirmed by Jeſus Chriſt, by 
whom all things conſiſt, Col. i. 

7. Tis ſaid, their Faces were inward, looking one 
to another ; yet withal, ſomewhat aſcending, to ſhew 
that the Ange!s both behold and wonder at the My- 
ſeries of Grace, as 't1s diſplayed to Us-ward from off 
the Mercy-Seat. The Faces of the Cherubims /hall 
loo one to another; toward the Mercy-Seat fall the 
Faces of the Cherubims be, Exod. xxv. 20. 2 Chron. 
iii. 13. 1 Pet. i. Is. Ephel. iii. 10. | 

1. Toward the Mercy Seat: They are defirous to 


ſee it, and how from thence (I ſay) Mercy doth look 
towards us. | 


2. They looked one towards another, to ſhew that 


they agree to rejoice in the Salvation of our Souls, 
Luke xv.

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3. They are ſaid to ſtand above the Mercy-Seat 
(perhaps) to ſhew that the Angels have not need of 
thoſe Acts ot Mercy and Forgiveneſs as we have, who 
ſtand below, and are vinners, I key Rand above it, 
they are Fioly, I do not ſay, they have no need 
that the Goodneſs of God ſhould be extended to th m, 
for *tis by that they have been, and are preſerved z 
but they need rot to be forgiven, tor they have com- 
mitted no In iquity. 

4. They fiand there alſo with Wings ſtretched out, 
to ſhew how ready, if need be, the Angels are to 
come from Heaven to preach this Goſpel to the 
World, Lake ii.

5. Tis ſaid ia this, their thus ſtanding, their Wings 
did reach from Wall to Wall; from one Side of this 
holy Houſe to the other; to ſhew, that all the An- 
gels within the Boundaries of the Heavens, with 
one Conſent, and one Mind, are ready to come down 
to help, and ſerve, and do for God's Elect at his 
Command. | 

"Tis alſo ſaid that their Wings are ſtretched on 
high, to ſhew that they are only delighted in thoſe 

duties, which are enjoined them by the high and lofty 
One; and not inc ined, no not to ſerve the Saints in 
their ſenſual or flzſhly Deſigns. It may be alſo to 
ſhew, that they are willing to take their Flight from 
one End of Heaven to the other, to ſerve God and his 
Church for Gocd, Matt. xii.

was carved with Cherubims and Palm-Trees ; So that 
a Palm- Free was between a Cherub, and every Che- 
bag two Faces: So that the Face of a Man was 
he Palm-Tree on the one Side, and the Face 

Rb Lion toward the Palm- Free on the other 
t was made through all the Houſe round 
dm the Grourd to above the Door, where the 
Cherubims and the Palm- Trees were made, Exzek. xli. 
17, 18,49, 20. 

1. As to theſe Cherubims and Palm-Trees, I have 
already told you what I think them to be Figures of. 
The Cherubims are Figures of the holy Angels, and 
the Palm-'T'rees of upright ones: We therefore here 
are to diſcourle only of the placing of them in the 
Heavens. | 

2. Now you fee the Palm-Trees in the Holieft 
are placed between a Cherub and a Cherub, round 
about the Houſe, which methinks ſhould be to ſigni— 
fe, that the Saints ſhall not there live by Faith and 
Hope, as here, but in the immediate Erjny ment of 
God; for to be placed between the Cherubims, is to 
be placed where God dwells; for holy Writ ſays 
plainly, He dwells between the Cherubims, even 
where, here tis ſaid, theſe Palm-Trees. or upright 
ones are placed, 1 Sam. iv. 4. 2 Kings xix. 15. 
t Chron. xiii, 6. P/al. Ixxx. i. a. xxxvii. 16. | 

The Church on Earth is called God's Houſe, and

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He will dwell in it for ever; and Heaven itſelf is 
called God's Houſe, and we ſhall dwell in it for ever ; 
and that between the Cherubims. This is more than 
Grace, this is Grace and Glory, Glory indeed. 

3. To dwell between the Cherubims, may alſo be 
to ſhew that there we ſhall be equal to the Angels. 
Mark, Here's a Palm- Tree and a Cherub. Here we 
are a little lower, but there we ſhall not be a whit be- 
hind the very Chief of them.
